Grants. 

The Hon^le Mr. A. MARR: I beg to present the Report of the 
Bengal Legislative Committee on Public Accounts on the Audit and 
Appropriation Accounts for the year 1925.2f». 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: On a point of order, Sir, may I 
ask a question? I find there has been a demand for excess grants 
brought up now’. The explanation for this is given in the Report which 
we have just received. It was not {xissible for m to put in any amend- 
menMcT thhse motions in time to reach the I.egislative Department. As 
a matter of fact, none of us has been able to read this Rep<»rt even. Do 
you think it fair? 
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Mr. PREtIDlENT: Did you receive the circular and make 
inquiries? 

Dr. BIUHAN CHANDRA ROY: I received notice on the List of 
BunineHs, but I did not know when the Report would be presented. 

Mr. FR18IDENT: Did you make inquiries and ^nd in amendments? 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY. My point is: How can we put 
in amendments, unless we know what demands are made? We must 
exercise some discretion. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Is it not a fact that you neglected the case to 
some extent? 

Dr. BiDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 do not think so. In the List of 
Business, there is no mention of the fact that the explanation would 
he found in the Report of the Public Accounts Oommittee. That is 
found in the small pamphlet given to us just now. 

Mr.PRIilDENT: I admit that your objcidions are reasimable, but 
that should not prevent Mr. Murr from moving the demand. 


Demands for Excess Grants. 

The Hon'ble Mr. A. MARR: With your permission, Sir, before I 
make tlie actual demand. I Mould just remind memhei‘H of this House 
of the procedure regards exi'ess^ giants. After a Budget year is 
finished, accounts are made up hy the A c<‘oun taut -(General, and if be 
finds that any grant in the Budget has lieen exceeded, he brings this 
fa<‘t to the noti<‘e of (Government, and it is the ihity, one of the priiudpal 
duties, of the (^ommittee on Public Accounts to inquire into all these 
excesses and satisfy itself of the causes of the excesses before making 
its report. That report is then laid before this Council and the Council 
is then askeil to vote the excess grants. In doing so, the Council 
generally accepts the Committee’s i-ecommeiulutions. That is the usual 
pniceiluie, and is the pna^edure in the House of Coniuiuns. 

On the rewmmeiulation of His Kxcellem‘y the (Governor,.! lieg now 
to move that an exce.ss grant of Rs, lie voted by the Council to 

regularise the expenditui^e actually incurred in excess of the vote<l 
grant in the year under the major head “ 22.— ^Oemenil 

Administiafion — Staff and Household of the Governor — ^Beaerved — 
Band Kstablishment,*'. 
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;Up to the year 1925.26» the travelliug expenses of the Band estahJuih- 
were^aM charjjfed under the head Tour expense®/" In that year, 
the Military Secretai^ did not mark the hill “ Tour expenses.” The 
Aoeountant-General, thei-efore, debited the exi>eiiditui-e to the ” Band 
eetahlishment/' thereby oausin^r an exrew under “ Band establish- 
ment,” and a <‘orres]K>ndin>r savinjr under ** Tour expenses.” The 
Aceountant’Geneml has aoknoaledjred this, and he says tliat as regrards 
the transport tihargres of the Ban«l. bills for this amount eon nt el's igfned 
by the Military Recvetury were not enteml under the head “Tour 
(charges,”, but wem entei-ed under the head ” Band elmrgtv.” The 
Committee went into the question, and, in view of the explanation 
given, reeoinmended that the exeevs expenditure be sain t ioned.

This is a case of rather a different nature to the last one in that 
two mistakes were made — one at the headquarters of Government and 
the other in the Accountaut-GeneraPs fitfi<*e. The Police Department 
budgeted for a certain amount under “ Pay of Inspectors.” When 
that hnjlyat was put before the Council, the Council made a cut of 
R». 10,690 under this head. The Secretariat, where the first mistake 
was made, never communicated this fact to the Commissioner of Police, 
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which they should have done, and they were at fault for this. More 
of&ciating Inspectors were appointed than was expected, and in the course 
of the year the Commissioner of Poli(*e saw that there was going to be 
an excess expenditure under this head. He sent up a re-appropria- 
tion statement, which ordinarily had it not been for that cut would 
have been in order. The Accountant-General through oversight passed 
that re-appropriation. Therefore, the two mistakes in conjunction led 
to this excess expenditure. The money had to be paid, because these 
men were officiating us Inspectors; their pay had to be paid, but had 
the mistake Wn detected within the year, the expenditure could have 
been regularised. It was only when the accounts were finally d^wii 
up that the two mistakes — the one in the Secretariat and the otner in 
the Accountunt-Generars office — were detected. There was a corres- 
ponding saving of Rs. of course on the other side. With that 

saving, if the mistakes had been detected within the year, the expendi- 
ture could have been regularised by re-appropriation, but until the 
Accountant-General had made up the acccuints for the year, the 
mistakes were not detected. 

Dr. BIOHAN CHANDRA ROY: I beg to f>ppose this moti(m. In 
the first place, I have mentioned to y«m already that the Report of the 
Public Accounts (Nnrimittee has l)een supp]ie<l to us at a stage wdien 
ir was not possible for us to be prepared with all the points that we 
were likely to put forward against this proposal. As a matter of fact, 
we are not able to see at the present moment that there is a corres- 
ponding saving, as the Hon’ble Mr. Marr has suggested. We have not 
the budget estimate hef(»re us; <>theiwise, we could have inquired into 
this matter. I supiM)8e y<»u will agree tlmt most of the members of 
the ('ouncil have some profession or l>usiness of their own, and unless 
they see that there is a ]M>int in going to the Secretariat for inquiring 
into a parti(‘ulnr point, it would' not l>e possible for any member to 
take the step you have suggested. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: May I inquii*e whether you are opposing it* 
on grounds which have been di^-pcjsed of by me? 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; No. This is a post •mortem 
Re|M»rt ! I>ecause the money has been paid already, the expenditure has 
lH»en incurred. Mistakes have been <'ommitted, but no stejw have been 
taken to realise the nnmey from the i>erHons who have made the 
mistakes. I need not remind the Hon’hle Mr. Marr, who is an astute 
financier, that it is a fundamental point in eveiy financial arrange- 
ment when as is uppai'eiit in page i?7 of the Report that if there is a 
mistake, that is, the administrative depaHinent which is^^espcmsible 
should have informed the rnnimissioner of Police, the administrative 
department should l>e ma<le i*espouHible for the excess expenditure 
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over the budget gmiit. The third fKUiit for whirli I op|H)8e this motion 
is that the mistake which Mr. Marr has admitted shows tdeurly that 
no attempt was made by the administrative department or by the 
(k»mini8sioner of Police to know what the member'i of the Council felt 
on a particular issue. It is very disgusting to fimi that the obje<*t of 
a cut made jiurjiosely in this (\mncil should have beeti frustrated by 
the administrative dejiaitment in this On these grounds, 1 

oppose the sanctioning of this exiess grant. 

Babu BEJOY KRtSHNA BOSE: In opposing this giant, I la'g just 
to inquire whethei the (iovernment dtqnnlmt'nts take this Council 
seriously < 0 ' not. They know xaov well that with legaid to th<‘ pay of the 
Insjiectivis in the Oalcutfa Polne thi" (^^uncll did intt giant the amount 
demanded, an<l there was a cut of IN. lO.tMMt. I unuld like iurlher to 
know whethei tio* Commissioner ol Poliii*. Calcutta, at ail takes any 
interest in tlie afVaiis o| this Counml. I also want to km)W wlietlier he 
knev\ that when he demamleil an im iease of pay for his Insf»e< t«u s. the 
< oum il refU''e(| it. W t* are tidd at page J’) of the Heport on Public 
Accounts, that Mr. I' I). Ibii’llev was ealled in as a witness, and he 
told the Public Aciounts ('ominjtfe<‘ that the ( 'ommissioner ol INilici* 
was not infoimed that the Council had made a mil of ]{s. 10. (MW), There- 
foie, he mtl only spiuit the amount whnh he demamh’d, but mad«* an 
(Xcess pamuent of IN. Il.tMlO: eonso(jUcntl\ . the excess expenditure 
aitualh' came to IN. ‘..M.tMMI. I should liki* to know, if that is the way 
in which (he decision of the Council is looked upon, not only h\ the 
Secietaiiat hut aNo hv the Pidiia* l)<‘part nient . It is admitt<‘d land the 
lloidhlc .Mr. Man has ([Uite frankly admitteil) that there was a mi.stake 
in the Secretariat as widl as in the .\c( ountant-Cenerars office, in that 
they never sent up the ii'-afipiopriation n<dic«« to the Government in 
time. Might he there were two mislak«*s committed in two it'sponsihle 
offices of Government, hut the fieople piimaiilv ic'-ponsihle were the 
inemhers of the administrative hraneh of the Secretariat where there 
were and are .so many Defiuty Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries and 
PeiNonal Assistants and so forth, and they knew very well that this 
Council had made a cut of IN. lO.tMM); thev went on doing thcii work 
w'itliout informing the (^immissioner of Police ahoiit the luit. TTnder 
these circumstances, if anylMidy has to pay, it is the memhers of the 
administrative hraneh of the Secretariat, or the jiav of the poor Ser- 
geants, who have received the increase of salary, must he made to refund. 
Tlie inemlMUs of the administrative deparlmeiit who have made the mis- 
take must pay, and not the mte-payers of this country*. 

Mr. C> C. COOPER: T fully apprei-iate and KVinpatbiMO with the 
iemarl«b*wf tTie two hon’ble speakers, because, for once, my party 
on the (juesGon of principle is entirely in ac<*oid with the view of the 
party on the other side of the House — that it is utterly w^mng that this

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Council having once made a cut, their views should not be respected. 
That point and the various other points referred to by previous speakers 
were thoroughly grme into by the Public Accounts Committee — a 
Committee elected by the members of this Council. When first I 
saw this token cut of Be. 1 on the agenda, my first inclination was 
that we should support the motion; but I find that if we did so, 
should not be following the constitutional practice of the House of 
Commons, where it is the practice for the House always to support the 
Report of its Public Accounts Committee. That being so — and I 
believe during the last 80 years there has not beert a single case where 
the House has refused to suj>iK)rt such a re|)ort — T am of opinion that 
this vote is really not a vote of protest to the Government, but a vote 
of censure on the Public Accounts Committe, which Committee consists 
of members of all parties of this House. We in the Public Accounts 
Committee made it (juite clear to those concerned that, while we were 
satisfied with their explanation, we would not tolerate any reiH^tition 
of Hucli mistakes in future. With these words I o])pose the motion 
for reduction. 

Ral HARENORANATH CHAUDHURI : 1 ris(‘ to o})j)ose this 
grant. I do not understand why the Legislative Council should be 
compelled to sanction the very grant which was rejected by it for tin* 
fault of the administrative department. It is said that when the 
Public Accounts Committee have recommended this excess grunt th(‘ 
Council must take that into consideration, on the analogy of the 
practice in the House of (k^nimons as regards the recommendations of 
the Public* Accounts Committee. There they have a Public Accounts 
Committee and here we have one such, but the analogy only ends 
there. There is no reserved department in England and no jjower 
of certification vested in anybody there. Here the Government, which 
always' takes pride on its super-efficiency, can always ask the person 
who enjoys the power of certification to exercise that right. The 
Legislative Council should not be asked to remedy the defe(‘t by 
restoring one of its rejected gimnis and thus condone the faults of 
those suj>er-efficient men who have ignored the vote of the Legislative 
Council. 

Mr. J. M. SEN GUPTA: I have only one word to say on this 
demand. The claim has always been made by the Indian Civil Service 
who fill the Secretariat that they are very, ver>* efficient. But so far 
as the present in.stance is (smeerned, that claim, as admitted by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Marr, is not so stit)ng to-day ns it wa.s before. T should 
like to know why the Hon’ble Mr. Marr comes before the Council with 
this demand for an excess grant when he knows that under f&e law — 
this being a reserved subject — His Excellency the Governor could certify 
the expenditure? He could have taken up this matter to the Governor, 
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and the Governor would have been perfectly justified in certifyiu^r it: 
We refused to pass thi» demand and not only that, we made a cut of 
Re. 10,000 in that demand, but we find that through a mistake committed 
in two departments of the Secretariat, the (\>mini8sioner of Police spent 
not only that amount of Rs. 10,0(K) but also lis. 4,8i:i in addition !

That is the |M>sjtiou. if any pn>of w'ere necessary to show that the 
Secretariat were iiicopipetent, that proof is here, and 1 think, that it is 
most humiliating for this ('ouncil to now pass this demand and to Ite 
told; “Oh the Secretariat has made a mivStake. The Commissioner of 
Poli<e has not time to look into the deliberations of tins Council with 
regard to his own dej>artmcnt and with regard to the demamis with 
which he is peisonally concerned.” It is most humiliating to he told: 
“ Oh, we have made these mistakes. No douht, although we have got 
tlie ])ower to ceitify tliis demantl, we ask you to pass it.” 1 would ask 
you, Sir, to consider this position. Supposing there are «dher mistuke.s 
committed like these hy a department, and although the ('ouncil had 
lefused to jiass a certain demancl, no notice is taken of th.ii rehisal. 
Then, after a year tliey c(»me before us and say: “ We know yem icfusefl 
this demand, hut through mistakes in the Se<-retariat W(* spent the 
nKnn*y and. therefoie, would you kindly sanction this extra dcminiil 
that we now make!''” I think, Sir. we must put a slop to this kind of 
thing, 'file (Council should not he asked to grant this excess <tenuind. 
The propel' j»r<Medure is for them to go to the Governor and ask him to 
certify it. May I ask why the lloirhle Member is not going to take (he 
money from the officer who is the head of the ilejiartment in W'hi< h the 
mistake was committed? Has the Government ever dom‘ that? Why 
did not Mr. Marr a^k the head of the department who was originally 
res|K)nsihle for this mistake to pav fhe money? Why did he not take 
that step? Why does he come to us now? I suhniit that this flouting 
of the Councirs decision should not he tolerated by any House with any 
self-respect. 

Mailivi ABUL KA8EM: I understand that when we made a cut, 
the Government could very well go up to His Excellency and ask him 
to certify the grant. From this T can easily presume that the Govern- 
ment thought that this cut was not a very unn*aRonable one, and that 
the administration of the Calcutta Police could very well get on with- 
out this money, as otherwis«» they would have gone up to His Excellency 
for certifying this grant. Another question that arises is — T have been 
told and from the report it appears — that the Commissioner of Police 
had noitWfrmation alxmt the cut made hy this Council. I submit, Sir, 
that whenever a budget is prepared, unless that budget is sanctioned, 
and sanction communirated to the officer, he has no right or husineei 
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to Kpeud the money. In thie ca^e I want to know, before 1 record 
vote, whether the budget prepared by the Commissioner of Police and 
submitted to Gorvemment was sanctioned by the Government, and 
whether the sanction was communicated to the Commissioner of Police ; 
and whether lie spent the money without receiving the sanction of Govern- 
ment in this matter. If that ih ho, I think, the person responsible for 
it should be punished. If the sanc^tion of Government was communicated 
to him and he was within his rights to spend that money, that would, 
of course, be a different matter. As regards the excess grant of 
Rs. 14, (KK), I think some explanation is necessary as to why this 
additional sum w'us necessary for the purpose of carrying on the 
administration of the Calcutta Police. 


Mr, 8UBHA8 CHANDRA B08E: 1 rise not to inflict a speech on 
this House, but to ask a very simple (piestion of the members on the 
Treasury Denches. The (piestion is this — Why did not the Commissioner 
of Police ami the Deputy Commissioner of Police find time to follow* 
the pr(K*eedings of this House, at least that jiart of the proceedings 
W’hich relates to the Police demand? Is it because they are too busy 
with house-searches or arrests all over the city? Now, Sir, T warit this 
House to reject this demand, because I know that after this i ejection 
the matter will go up to His Excellency for cejtification ; and then His 
Excellency wdll have an opportunity «>f knowing something uhout the 
high stundiud of effieiency maintained by the inembeis of the Indian 
Civil Service in this unfortunate province. With these few* words, T 
would app(‘al to this House to reject this demand. 

Babu AMARENDRA NATH GH08E delivered a speecli in Dengali, 
opposing the motion of the Hon’hle Mr. A. Marr. 

The following motions were (‘ailed but not moved a?id, therefore, 
deemed to be withdrawn : — 

Babu AMARjENDRA NATH GH08E and Babu MANMATHA 
NATH ROY ; * That an excess grant of Rs. 14,813 in excess of the 
voted grant in the year 1925-26 under the major head ‘ 26. — Police — 
Reserved — Presidency Police — Calcutta Police — Pay of Establishment 
— Inspectors ^ be reduced by one rupee.” 

Ttia Hon’ble Mr. A. N. MOBERLY : The Hon ble Mr. Man- 

pointed out at the beginning, w-hen be moved this motion, that it was 
due to a mistake made by the administrative department that the cut 
made hy the Council was not communicated to the ComnTiSshmer of 
Police. I thank the members of the House who have sj)oken on this 
motion for tbo certificate which they have giv«i to the service to which 
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I have the honour tq belong by fai^tening with such glee uiwn the one 
mistake which appears to have come to their notice within very many 
years. I am sorry that the opportunity has been taken to thn)w jibes 
at the Commissioner of Police who was in no way responsible for it. 
He is merely the head of a department; ami he has nothing to do with 
the cut if he is not told ofHc'ially that the cut has been made. He 
has no j)ower to act upon what he may see in the Council re|K»rts or in 
reports in the daily press. I am very sorry» indeed, 
that members ‘have not had time to read the Keport of 
the Hengal Legislative Council Committee on Public A<’counts, 
be<’ause, I think, that if they had been able to do so, a goial deal of 
what hud been said would not have been said. They seem to assume 
that the amount of Rs. 14, (MK) had been taken from the pnivim’ial 
balances by an irresponsible Secretariat ofH(‘ial. 4'hat is not correct. 
If they will turri to pago 25 of the He|H)rt, they will see that the 
explanation i> as tellows: for this year the budget foj the pay of 
lnspe(*t(U*s was based on the act\ial pay, pfus the cost of oflicduting 
allowances given to Stugeants and Sub-1 nspwtors who oHiciat«*d us 
Inspet tors in l(*ave and otlier vacancies. What acttudly hapi>ened was 
that tlie total pay drawn hy thos<‘ otti< ers who officiated, not only their 
officiating allowances, was debited under the head of “ lnspect<>rs.” 
The result was that while there was an exce.ss of Us. 14, HI 4 under the 
head “ Inspectois,” then* wan a <‘orreH|K)nding saving of Hs. lb, 000 
under the h(‘ad “ Sejgeants and Sub-Insp(»<‘fors. ” There was thus 
a net saving of abotit Hs. 1,200. I tlunk it will only be fair *if the 
administrative department is made to pay Hs. 14,H|.‘f that they sliould 
be iH‘rniitted to draw this Hs. 16,000 in exchange. I hope, Sir, that 
after iny ex[)lanation. the Council will pass the grant. It is purely a 
matter of ac'coiinting. I (b», however, express regret on b(*half of my 
department that they should have made this mistake, and I am taking 
stringent steps to jirevent a rectirrence of this sort of mistake in 
future. 

Mr. PRESIDENT : The question is

BalMb-MOtlINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVARTI: Mr. Mnrr 
called for a division after the President had said, ” the Noes have it ” 
for the second time. 
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Mr.‘ PRESIDENT: I think Mr. Man called for a division after 
I said, “I think the Noes have it.” If you wanted to raise this 
(juestion, you oujrkt to have done so when I ordered a division. You 
are, T am afraid, too late now. 

The Hon’bie Mr. A. MARR: On the recommendation of His 
E.veellency tlie Governor, I l)eg to move that an excess g'rant of 
Rs. he voted hy the Council to rej^ularise the exf>enditure actually 

incurred in excess of the voted j>:rant in the year 1925-26 undej the 
major liead ”45 — Sujjeiannuation allowances and pensions.” 

This excess o{!Curred under two minor heads — ” Superannuation 
and retiriiifir allowances” and “Commuted value of pensions.” The 
figures put in the hud^^et undew these two heads liave to he arrived at hy 
^^uess. The exjienditure under these heads is f)hlijratory, in so far as 
it re])resents pensions payable to retired officers and the commuted 
value of those pensions. During the year 1925-26, it was seen that the 
grant was going to he exceeded and a supplementary grant of Rs. 1 lakh 
was asked for and voted hy this (kmncil undei this minor head, in oidei’ 
to luing tin* grant up to the revised estimate of Rs. 46 lakhs.. That 
estimate was considered (juite safe, in view oi the 10 months’ actuals, 
hut the actuals for Fehruary and March were very (onsiderahly in 
excess of the average monthly actuals for the previous jmrtion of tlm 
year, and this resulted in the expjuidituii* exceeding the grant (jy 
Rs. 59,(100 odd. The excess was, however, less than 1 per cent, of the 
t(»t!il expenditure. A supplementary grunt of Rs, 5,20,000 was also 
taken under the minor head “ Commuted value of pensions,” lu'inging 
the total grant u]) to Rs. 10,dO,(M)0. The expemlituie under this minor 
head exceeded the grant hy Rs. 24,000, which is eijuivalent to less than 
^ per cent, of the total exjienditure. The excess was due to payments 
representing the commuted value of pensions payable to other local 
Governments on account of the pensions drawn hy Bengal officers from 
treasuries in other provinces. Adjiistment.s on account of this expen- 
diture are made hy the Aeeountunt-Generars office after the close of the 
year, and so is extremely diflieuli for the Finance Department to 
foresee what the actual expenditure will he. 


Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: Sir, I heg t(» oppose this motion, 
and, in doing so, I want to draw the attention of the House tp page 3 
of the Report on l*uhlie Aciounls, which has been ciiculated to us. 
With regard to this excess amount of superannuation pension to the 
extent of Rs. 59,2tt5, it is said in paragraph 2 that these ” compara- 
tively small sums sliould Ins provided by the l^gi.Hlatlves4Ji;£?i!iciI by 
an excess vote. Government may consider an amount of nearly 
Rs. 66,(KK1 as a comparatively small sum. 
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Th« Hon^bla Mr. A. MARR* A Committee of this House has 
recommended this. 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: AVry uvlU n Committee of this 
House consider Rs. (it), (MM) as a small amount , which they have asked 
this House to jj-rant ;* hut if you look to the Iwttom of that pajje, you 
will find that they at the same time report that it is essential (hat 
the expendituie in tlmse cases should not exceed the grant without (he 
vote of the Council.” In this lase, however, the vote of the (V>uncil 
is sought after tlie amount iiav hecn sju‘nt. On the.se grounds, 1 op}M)se 
the motion.

This excess \*as due to two causes. Ordinarily, in framing this 
budget head, all recoveries from other Oovernments for statifuiery and 
printing charges sue taken as dedmuioiis fiom the expenditure side of 
the budget. These dedmtions sue generally settled after the year is 
over. In this paifiiulai- year, the (If'flt/rt eiitrie.s from other Govern- 
ments were less than what was antieijiated at the time of the hutiget. 
The other cause Avas tlsat a recovery (d Kh. »‘Mf,(MM) from (he Central 
Government during that yesir wa- shown in this year's budget, but 
the Accountant-General held that, as it was for services rendered in 
the previous year, it should he shown in the previous year’s aeeounts. 
If that item^had been shown in the 102*VJ(i budget, as wuis anticipated, 
there^^ould have been no excess at all.

CovBrnment Bill. 

The Bengal Borstal Schools Bill| 1927. 

Mr. PRESIDENT, (lentlemen, I have it in command from His 
Ex<ellency the Governor to put before you under Standing Order 5f) 
(section (>(i <»f the Rules and Standing Orders) “ the Bengal Borstal 
Sch(M)ls Bill, 19ii7 ” as passed in ('ouncil on the 24th August last. 
The Bill has heefi returned hy him under section 81A, sub-section (7), 
of the (Government of India Act, for reconsideration in part only, 
namely, for the i e-insertion of clause 4 of tlie Bill as introduced in 
(^ouiK'il on the 2-trd August, 1927. 1 now call upon the Hon'hle 

Meinl>er in charge, the Hon'ble Malianija Bahadur of Nadia, to move 
the motion which stands in his name in the List of Business as item 
No. 11, 

The Hon'ble Maharaja KSHAUNISH CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia: Sir, I beg to move that after clause d of the Bengal Borstal 
Schools Bill, as passed in (\mn(il on the 24th Augu>t, 1927, the 
following cbmse be inserted, namelv: — 


Application of the Prisons Act, 1894, and the Prisoners Act, 1900. 

“ 9A. Subject to the provisions «)f this Act, the jnovisions of the 
Priwms Act, 1894, and the Prisoners Act, 19(19, shall apply to a Borstal 
Sch(M)l established under this Act as if it were a prison and an inmate 
thereof a i)rlsonei.” 

In moving this motion, I want to explain the position as to why Ilis 
Excellency the Govern<»r has been oblige<l iu send the Bill back to the 
Council. Everyone of us here will remember that on the 24th August, 
1927, this Billi was ptks.sed bv the (’(uincil, with (‘ertain amendments, 
the most important of which was the omission of the clause nural)ered 4 
in the original draft of the Bill. This clause was deleted from the Bill 
on the motion of Bubu Jogindra Chandra Chakravarti, in spit© of the 
opposition of Government. The member in pn)posing the omission of 
the t’lause based bis arguments on gi-^mnds whieh were more sentimental 
than anything else, Wcause he was of opinion that the idea of prison 
should not W associated with that of a Borstal institution. In reply, 
T explained that thei*e was a similar clause in the Madras and the 
Punjab Acts, and that the deletion of the clause would tend'^w^rioue 
aduiinistrative difficulties as regards the safe custody of the inmates and 
enfoirement of disidpline over the inmates and officers of the Borstal 
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Sch(H)L I< was emphasised that adolescent (>ffendei*H wei*© not inncK*ent 
schoolboys and that the school was not inertdj’ lo he a schtwl, hut a phu^e 
of detention for youthful offenders, and some of the legal difficulties 
involved in the omission of the clause were also indicated. In spite of 
this, the danse w’as deleted hv the vote of the (\mncil. 1 would st-ate 
here in detail the misoiis why the re-insertion of this <‘laust» is essential. 
Sir, the Prisons Act is the fiuidumeiitul Act ndating t<» prisons, and hy 
its authority all prisons arc const it uttMl and managed. It (‘ontuiiis 
legal definitions of such wt>rd8 as “ prison,” ” criminal prisoner,” 
” civil prisoner,” eic., lavs down tlie duties of Government and the 
officers of Government as regards prisons, gives authority to control ami 
punish inmates, defines prison offences, and gives power the Governor- 
General in Council and to the local Governinenl to make rules. The 
Prisoners Act is chicHy (■xuncmed with the nature of the autlmrity on 
which prisoners can he c(»mniitted to custody, the regulation of 
sentences, the transfer of prisoners to and from Courts, and their 
removal fnnu one jail to another. It is noi a practica))le proposition 
to make the Poisfal Schools Act seii-<‘ontaincd witliouf lefercnce to 
these fundamental Act^, heeauM* no A<’t is entirely self-c<mtained. It 
alwu^'s is relate<l to other laws and Acts, either exjuvssly or hy 
implii'ation. 

I would mtw emimeiate the particular difficult it‘s uhich will arise 
from the omission of this clause, so far as the preseTit Act is com*erned. 
Section 7 of the Prisons Act gives power to the Inspector-General ot 
Prisons to transfer in an emergency, owing to overcrowding, epidemic 
diseases and (’au'-cs like that, prisoners from one existing jail to a 
temporary jail. Without thi'' power in the case (d a llorstal Sch<M)l, 
the Inspector-General of Pris<»iis would he greatly handicapf>ed in case 
of a serious (nithrcak of cpiclemic <lisea.se. 

Then Hiapter A enables the J^ijierintciuleiit of a jail to pr(»Mecule 
W'arders and other jiersotis who intixaliu’e prcdiihiteil articles in and out 
of a jail, or communicate with a prisoner contrary to rule. It is neces- 
sary fliat the Sujierintemlent of a Hoi-stal School should have this 
power, otherwise serious abuses would he likely to arise. No rules under 
the Boi*stal Act could give powci“s similar t<i those <’<inferred hy 
Chapter X of the Prisons Act; and the same arguments ajiply to sec- 
tion 54, which giv€»s pfiwer hi prosecute jail officials for m^lglec t of duty. 
Everyone will arlraif that if there is neglect of duty, it should l»e 
proceeded against, and fhi.s the sec'tion under which we take action. 
Hection 55 is a most irni>ortant section. It lays down that a prisoner 
in transit to or from prison, or working outside, under the lawful 
custody or contnd of a prison officer, shall lie deemed to l>e in prison. 
But f|y;Jii«^ei‘tion, the legal |M>sition in case of the escape of a Borstal 
inmate, while actually outside the walls of a Hchcad, would not he (dear. 
It is very ne<’es8ary that Boi^stal inmates should l»e in strict legal custody 
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at all times and that the legal powers of their custodians for preventing 
their escape from cuslody should he similar to the existing powers in 
case of ordinary convicts. 

Now let us take the Prisoners Act. Part IV of this Act lays down 
what sentences, orders or warrants of Court are to be given effect to 
outside tlie Presidency towns, and what is to be done in case of doubt 
about the legality of a warrant. Part VI gives power to the Governor- 
General in Council to I’einove prisoners from one province to another, 
and to the local Government giVes power to deal with lunatic prisoners. 
Part TX lays down the mannei of securing the atiendance in Court of 
persons confined in a prison. 

The Prisoners Act, by sections 14, 28 and 34, makes Parts IV, VI and 
IX of that Act applicable to Ileforinatorv St hool.s; and if by the deletion 
of clause 4 of the present Bill, they are not made applicable to Borstal 
Schools, there will be difficulties about the legality «)f warrants, alK)ut 
the transfer of a Borstal inmate to a province in which his home or 
friends may be, about the sending of Borstal inmate> to and fiom (^>urt, 
and about the service on them of processes of a Couit. 

8o much for tiie usefulness of claU'i‘ 4. 1 imty now mention the 

uses to which it is not intende<l to apply clause 4. I must make it 
perfectly clear that it is not the intention of Government to use this 
provision, if inserted, so us to inflict all the rigours of jail life on 
Borstal inmates. Everyone will admit that a Borstal Sehool is half a 
prison and Itulf a s<‘hool. It aims at the jirevention of crime by the 
oommitting of adoles(*ent oftendeis to cu.stod\. not with the object of 
punishing them for their crimes, but with the object of bringing 
reformatory influences to bear upon them. 

I have nothing further to add. and I would ask the House to allow 
my motion to be ('arried.

Babu B^IOY KRISHNA BOSE: T l.<>g to move that in clause 3 A 
of the Bill — 

(n) the words “subject to the provisions of this Act “ be omitted; 

{h) after the figures “ 1900.” the words “ in so far as they are not 
inconsistent with the scheme and objects of this Act “ l>e 
inserted; and 

(c) the words “ us if it were a prison and an inmate thereof a 
prisoner “ be omitted. 

It was only a few months ago that in the original Bill there 
appeartul section 4 nhich is now section 3A. as proposed to Ik? included 
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in this BilL The Couiuil will reiiietnW that at that time. «m the 
motion of my frienti Balm .lt>^iiulra ('han<liw Chakravarti, thin very 
clause was omitted. It seems to me a mutter of I'ejri’et that Hia 
Excellency has he<‘n advised to send hack the Bill for the inclusion of 
this section which was rejtM'ted hv the (‘ouiicil. The ivasons given 
then, and referred to hy tlic llon'hle Memhci in chai-ge which he has 
r-epeated to-dav, were that unless that section was include<l in this Bill 
there would he “serious administiativc difticulties.” The stsamd 
ground given then, jn Au^j-iist last, hy the llon’hle Memher in charge, 
was that thcje ^^as a " le«gal aspei t ” whi<-h we (uight m»t t(» forget, 
namely, that there were many things in the TVisons Act and the 
Prisoners Act which ought to apply to this Bill. These were the two 
reasons, hut }»c did imt give any detail^. Tliis he }ias tried to do to-day, 
perhaps after readings tin* sectioiis of the Prisons Act and the Prisoners 
Act. 

Wliat T heg to mo\e with reterenre to the first rMution of this 
section is that the words “ suhi<H‘l t(» the oiovisions of this Act “ as it 
stands now in clavtse dA Is* omitteil. It seems to me that there is 
some mistake in diaftiug. Of roui's(‘, | am a hnmhle lawyer, hut I 
have consulted many eminent lawyers, who think that an Act of the 
Bengal rouncil sliall g<»vern an .\ct of the (iov<'rm*r-(iem‘rars C\mncil 
is a thing whioh is hardlv comcivahle. Snhjcct to the provisions of 
this Aid iw it runs now, the provisions of tin* ( ji»vernoi-{ leneral's Acts — 
the Prisons Act and the Piisonci-s Act— should applv to this Act, that 
is. under c'erfain modifications, to he made to fit in with the sc'ope of 
the Act of this roum il. The sann* thing in a hett^u- form and in Indter 
drafting is to he founil in my amendimuit, namely, that the I’risons Act, 
1894. and the Prisoners Act, 1900, “ in so far as thev are not inconsistent 
with the scheme and objects of this Ac t ” shall apply to the Borstal 
Schools estahlis]i(*d under this Act* 1 think it is better drafting, hut 
I do not know what tlie T^’eislativc Department will say. Df camrse, 
the T/egislative Def)nrtment will think that they are right, Imt it is 
ordinary escuunion sense that the ,\ct cd a minor (Nuincil, namely, a 
Governor’s Counc il, cannot gov(*rn the Acts of a major (kmmdl, namely, 
the Oovernor-Oenerars Council, and T think that u better drafting 
would he as f have suggestcul. 

Then I fuHher move that in the last edause the words “as if it were 
a prison and the inmate thereof a prisoner ’’ he omitted. T do not 
remember who it was that said (J read if long ago> that if yem increased 
the number of schools, your prisons would disappear, and there w'ould 
be no necessity for pn’sons. Fnder this Act, what are you going to do? 
You are going to make an inmate of a Borstal School a prisoner and a 
Borstal itself a prison. If you hmk to section 14 of the Bill as 

it was passed in August, yem will find that there is a distinction between 
a prison and a school in it. Section 14 (marginal note) allows the 
transfer of incorrigible adolesc-ent offenders from Borstal Schoola to 
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prisons ; so you make a distinction between a school and a prison. But 
by this new section you are going to convert a school into a prison, as 
if your Borstal Schcxil were a prison and the inmates thereof prisoners* 
What are the grounds on which the Hon’ble Member in charge is 
trying to foist upon this Bill the pK)visions of the Prisons Act and the 
Prisoners Act, and to ask us to consider the school as a prison and the 
inmates and adolescent offenders as prisonei*s? 

The Hon’ble Member has taken us, chapter by chapter, through the 
Prisons Act and the Prisoners Act. I read these t^’o Acts a long time 
ago and have read again carefully during the last two days. If you 
look to the Prisoners Act, you will find that excepting the last part — 
Part IX — no other part of that Act can be made to apply to a Borstal 
School. Part I is only introductory. Part II refers to officers of 
prisons who detain persons <*ommitted to (‘ustody. Do you recjuire this 
part to be applicable to this Bill? Section 7 of the present Bill says 
that every adolescent f)ffender directed by a Court to be sent to a Borstal 
School shall be forthwith sent to the phu^e of intermediate custody 
prcvscribed in this behalf in respei't of such Court. Then the Inspector- 
General of Prisons shall take immediate steps for the transfer of ilie 
adolescent offender from the place of intermediate custody to a prison. 
Therefore, this section is self-contained and so far as Part TI of the 
iVisoners Act is concerned that provision is already in this Bill. I^art 
III refers to Presidency Magistrates sending people to jail w'ho fail to 
give security. Under section 7 of the Bill, Presidency Magistrates 
can do that as well. Part TV refers to officers outside I^residency towns 
in charge of prisons to give effect to sentences of Cr)urts. If you look 
to section 7, to which I have already drawn your attention, you will 
find that it refers to Courts sending adolescent offenders /to Borstal 
Schools. TTnder section 9 also, the. Inspector-General of Prisons has 
got the power to send an adolescent offender already undergoing 
imprisonment in jail to a Borstal Scdiool, if he thinks him to be a proper 
person to be detained there. So it gives nu>re power to the Inspector- 
General of4*risons than is given to a Court under the Prisoners Act. 
While under Part TV of the Prisoners Act the Magistrate can only send 
people to jail, under section 9 of the Borstal Bill the Inspector-General 
of Prisons can send an adolcvscent offender undergoing imprisonment to 
a Borstal School. So it gives more power to the Inspector-General. 
Therefore, Part TV is not necessary for the purposes of this Bill. Part 
V also has no application, because it deals with pei-sons under sentence 
of penal servitude. Part VT refers to removal of prisoners from one 
jail to another. The Hon’ble Member has referred to section 29 of the 
Prisoners Act where power is given of transferring a priscxn^from one 
prison to another. But under sef'tions 9 and 10 of the Bill. Inspector- 
General of Prisons has got the power of transferring an adolescent 
offender from a prison to a Borstal School and from one Borstal School 
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to another. Therefore, Part VI of the I'rieouers Act need not he referred 
to to govern the Boi-stal Sehool Bill. Part VII has no application, 
because it refers to places where pem>n8 under sentence of trunKpt>rtatiou 
sbouid be kept t*oufined. Part VIII has no application, as it I'efers 
to release of prisoners reconiniended for paidtoi. If yuM look to sei'tion 
11 of the Borstal ScHckjIs Bill, you will find that the Inspector-General 
of Prisons, on the recoin luendat ion id the Visiting Coininittett, can grant 
a license for the release of an adolescent ofi'ender from a Borstal Sclioid. 
It comes to the same thing; therefore, we do not reiiuiie the invocation 
of Part VIII of the Prisoners Act, as section 1 1 is analogous. The 
Hon’ble Member has referred to Part IX of the I’risoners Act. whii'h 
provides for the attendam e of prisoners to give evidence in Points and 
commissions for the examination of prisoners, and service of processes. 
I am referring to sections d4 to 48 of the Prisoners Act. Tmler sin tion 
15 of the Borstal School Bill, Government can always make rules, and 
it seems to me therefore that the only pait of the Prisoners Ai t, namely 
Part IX, which refers to the examination in Pouits as witnesKes of 
adolescent offender*', need not be made an excuse for making this Bill 
be griverned b\' tlie Ibisoners Act when by making some rules the same 
object may be olitained. Piider section 15 of the Bill you can nlw'ays 
make rules, and Part TX of the Prisoners Act may be incorporated by 
rules, and it is not necessary to refer to the l*risoners Act at all. 

The Hon’ble Member has taken you thnmgb certain sections of the 
Prisons Act, but T slmiild like to take you tbrough the whole Act itself. 
The Prisons Act, Chapter 11, refers to the accommodation where prisoners 
ought to l>e kept. For every prison there shall be a Su]»erintendent , Medi- 
cal Officers, etc. But for a Borstal ScbiKd the officers mav not be culled 
by awful names, but they may be called, Head-rnastcrs, Superintendents, 
Industrial and Moral Instructors, etc. It is not a good policy for a 
Borstal School to have as Superintendent a Jailor or Assistant Jailor. 
When we visited the Sarda T’olice Training School lately, we found 
that there the Police officers were called as Principal, T^aw Officer, Chief 
Instructor, etc., and these officers are called not by their Police denomina- 
tions. S<> Chapter IT of the Prisons Act need not be invoked at all. 
Chapter ITT refers to the dutie.s of officers of prisons. Superintendent, 
Jailor, Deputy and Assistant Jailor and so forth. So it has no 
application to this Bill. Chapter IV refers to prisoners who 
should be searched, when admitted, medically examined, and 
things removed from their persons. An adolescent offender when 
he goes to a jail may be examined by your dm’tors, so why should you 
invoke the Prisons Act for this purpose? Chapter V deals with the 
discipline of criminal prisoners who are made to live in associations, 
or in in solitary confinement. Do you ^vant that adolescent 

offenders 4 ihould be treated as criminals, that they should be kept in 
cells, in chains and irons, and that they should l>e kept in associations? 
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It In against the spirit of the Borstal Bill by which moral and industrial 
training are to be given to an adolescent oft'ender. If that be the real 
object of the application of Chapter V to this Bill, I would sound a 
note of warning. Chapter VI deals with the food and clothing of civil 
and unconvicted criminal prisoners and, therefore, Las no application. 
Chapter VII has no application, ])ecause it refeis to the employment 
of prisoners, that they should not labour more than nine hours a day, etc. 
1 am sure that in industrial training you do not want them to labour 
more than nine hours a day. (Chapter VIII has no application also, 
as it refers to treatment of people who fall sick. That is only a humane 
treatment which J am sure (b)vernment will mete out to anyone, 
whether he is convicted or not, hut who is in the cust(Mly of any officer 
of (iovei’iiment. (Mnipter IX refers to visits of outsiders to civil or 
unconvicted criminal prisoners. Therefore, it has no application. 
Reference has been ma<le to (^haptei* X whieh relates to prison offences, 
such as the introduction of ai tides from outside into jails, as also of 
prohibited aiticles. The j)rohihited articles are mentioned in rule hO 
framed by (lovernment under the A(‘t. If you can make iiiles for the 
purpose and describe what are prohibited articles, surely, under the 
Borstal Bill you can prohibit articles being bictught inside the Borstal 
School. What is the good of referring to the wliole Act? Chapter XTT 
tse(dion f)f)) deals with extra-muial custody, control and c*m])loyment of 
priscmers. If they go outside jails, they aie cc^nsidcKul as ])risoners. 
Surely, by rules you (‘an make tin* inmates of tlie Boistal School, who 
for any purpose remain outside the precincts of the school, as still in 
custody. I have taken the House chapter by (hapter through tlo^se 
tw’o Acts, and T find that there is no pi’ovision in thes(‘ Acts which 
recpiires to he used for the purpose (*f working the Borstal School. 
On the other hand, there an* distinct disadvantag(*s which may upset 
the spirit and purpose of the Bill. All that you re(]uire is to make 
eertain rules, and ytm can make those rules under section 15 of the 
Borstal Schools Bill, whic'h einpowcus the local ('roveinment to make 
rules foi^ carrying out the purposes of the. Bill. Therefore, the words 
** US if if were a prison ami the inmate thereof a prisoner” ought to be 
omitted. It is not on sentimental gn>unds on which T am urging it. 
The Hon’hle Memher has said that Balm Jogindra Chandra Chakravarti 
moved it in last August on sentimental g?ounds, but the grounds wdiich 
T have urged to-day are not sentimental ; they are good grounds and 
real and suKstnutial. T would like the House to see that the operation 
of this good Act is not frustrated bv the introduction of this se'^lion hv 
W’hieh you allow a Superintendent, a Tailor, an Assistant Jailor to take 
action under the Prisons Act, whic h would be detrimental to the 
interests of the adolescent offenders. T have come a'f^iss • Colonel 
Hamilton, the Tnsnector-Oeneral, who T think is a very go»d officer 
and humane too: but things are often done without consulting the 
chief or the superiors, and mistakes are often committed in his name. 
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A8 luktakes are often made bv the {mlii-e to-day, when things are left 
in the hands of aubordiuate offioers. Do not allow the Juiloi*8 and 
Aeeistant Jailors to take artion under the Priaonh Ac t against adolesc’ent 
offenders. Make rules as elaborate as you ran, as stringent as you 
can. Leave the aclcdescent offenders in the hands <»f the Visiting Com- 
inittee.s, who can make the rules as stringent as pccssible, but pray do 
not allow (Toveriunent tcc bring in the Prisons and the Prisoners Ac*ts 
for the j»urj)Ose of dealing with adolesc*c»nt offenders whose c'ouduc^t 
you are going to recti f\ in youi Borstal Scliocds by means of moral 
ancl industrial tiainuig.

I desir-c* to make to bini and to fl»i'> Hoii^c' a siig^gc‘st ion which pcohaps 
will meet his ditlicnlfies and at tfie sain»‘ time eiisine tlie rapid passage 
into law of this Hill so as to enable* the work of tiu* Horstul School to 
commence.

Now it aj>p<*ais that several im]>ortuiit principles in regard to the 
administf atiem of the Hoistal institution wbieb i.s und<*r tlu* Prisons or 
Jails l)c*pai tnu*nt iiavc* been cnnitted from the Hill as it stands, and the 
Mahara ja Hahadur" suggc*stion is that those principles should be applied 
to the Hill throug-b tlic* application of the Piisons Act, I8?M, and Pri- 
soners' Act, PHItl. It d(M*s not follow, bowcvei, that all the* chapters in 
lho"e two Acts will be usc*d in the administ i ation of the Hoistal insti- 
tution. J’bosc* who kn<»w tlie present 1 ii'-pec tcn -deneral of Prisons, 
those w lio know that )u* is likel\ to be advis'd in the inattc^r by nu'inbei's 

the public who arc inteic‘sted in the* training of boys in the Horstal 
institution, will leali/e that help will be given in (be applicaition of 
iKith these Acts thioug’li (he Hoistal ScdusiL Act It is true that a 
Horstal institution is lud a piison in the ordinary sense* of tlie w'ord, 
but a training school foi those who are coiivictecl unclei the Act for 
c'l iminal tendem ic's ; bi*4 Habu Hejoy Krishna H<t"c* must remembei 
that even in England Hoistal institutions are teebnically known as 
prisons, and the inmates thereof are known (iriMUier". My siiggc’s- 
fion to him is that, in order to get the Borstal Act through and the 
Horstal institution working^, he should allow tlie passage througli the 
('ounril of this clause relating to the application to the .\c*t c»f the 
provisions of the Prisons Ac*t and the Prisoners Act. We can test, 
throufrn tfie exi>erien<*e of its working in Bengal, the j)o«ifion of the 
Borstal institution in relation to the conditions of the cnuntiy and then, 
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I>erli8p«, aft«r Mome experience of it we can auieiid the Borstal Act 
itHelf, in order to bring it into line with the conditions of the country 
and to incorporate the latest principles of Borstal School administra^ 
tion. My feeling is that if you i eject the motion now, we should be 
left without a Borstal Bill, and the only result will be either for the 
Bill to l>e referred back again for entire redrafting or to be allowed 
to g(» by default for some coiiNideiable time. I, therefore, appeal to 
Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose’s keeniiess to j»et ibis work started, 
and I hope that he will accept my suggestion that all the technical 
details into which he has gone with so much ability this afternoon be 
left out for the time being, and that he will allow these new clauses to 
be added to the Bill. After a short time, when we have had cx|)erience 
of the working of the Bill and of the actual institution itself, then we 
can get together and amend the Act if necessary, or at any jate so 
modify the upplic/ution of the two Acts that have been mentioned, as 
to give the fullest possible opportunity for the development of the 
principles of industrial training and education to the inmates of the 
Borstal institution.

I hope, Sir, that he will allow this (danse to be added to the Bill, 
and after a short time when we have had experience of the woiking of 
the A(‘t and of the institution itself, then it will he time perhaps to 
amend tlie Act, or, at anv rate, to modify tl>e apjilication (d the other 
two Acts, so as to afford (he fullest opjxutunity for the development 
of the principles of training and education whi(di are to he imparted to 
these prisoners. 

Babu JITENDRALAL BANNERJEE: In supporting. very 
briefly, the umendment of Babu Ih’jov Krisjina Bose. I should like to 
make it pcifectly (dear that we are not op])osed to the Borstal Scdiools 
Bill. We all want that (he Bill should he passiMl into law; and to me 
specially, it is a matter of icgjet that theie has been so mufdi delay in 
bringing the Act into (jperation. I cannot lielp thinking that this has 
been dua (u tlie red-tapi'^m (d (lovernment officers and the meticulous 
oveiKeal of some learned I’undit (d the T.egislative Department. It 
seems (o me that the Bill has been M*nt biu k undei' a misipprebension, 
and 1 regiet to have toobseive that the Tlon’hle Member in charge is 
lalMUiiing under a seiist* (d imaginar\ difficulties. The difficulties that 
he apprehends are three-fold— administrative, legal, and partJy relating 
to the internal contred and discipline <d Borstal Schools, So far as the 
legal difficulties are concerned, the Bill empowers the I nspec tor-( General 
.»f ]*ri<ons and certain Magistrates lo send adolescent c ffenders to Borstal 
Schools, and ( ouseciuently then» will l)e no difficulty on the se-i::#* ofjllegal 
detention, sm h as the Hou’hle Meml)er apprehends. So far as the 
adminUtmtive difficulties are concerned, they — all of them can be 
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eared by the rule-making: power that has been ffiven by sei tiou l(i of 
the Act. But the diffirulty is more serious a& regfards internal disei- 
pHne. No doubt, heie also the rule-making power ran do murh. But 
there are certain difficulties for which the rule-making power cannot 
provide. It is apt to l>e forgotten that the Borstal School is not entirely 
an educational institution. As the Hoirhle Maharaja Bahadur has 
pointed out, jt is partly u school and }Mirtly a jail. It is not a M’himl 
where you send ordinary students; it is an institution where you send 
convi<‘ted offenders; and it may l>e<-ome iie<essary to im|K)se upon them 
punishments which Jin ordinary school or institution cannot inflict by 
way of school <liscipline. In so fai as punishments by way of Hcho(»l 
discipline are conceriie<l, the powei t(t inflict them may be given by the 
rule-making section. But sup]>ose where more serioua forms of )>uitiHh- 
ment are necessary, su< li as the imposition of hand-ctifTs, fetters, or 
gnnny clothing, thcic flic piovivions of the Prisons Act must l)e requi- 
sitioned. I havi* thioiighont hcen of opinion, therefore, that some of 
the provisions of f!ic Piisons Act should he made applicable to the 
Borstal School. But, as I understand, the amendimMit of Bah\t Bejoy 
Kiishna Bose, jt (hies nut militat** against that idea. Bahn Bejoy 
Krishna Bose aBu agices that the juovisions the Ibisons Act should 
he applied Boivtal Schools. ]fe only says that those provisions 
should not he inconsistent uith the scheme and provisions of t ho Borstal 
Schools Bill, and 1 think (hat this is a nnist necesvai\ safeguard. It is 
not entirely a <|uestion of drafting: the difficulty is a very real one; 
but. even in point of drafting, the* wording of Balm Bejoy Krishna 
Bose’s nmcndnicnf i^ nun h superior to tli<‘ drafting of fh(‘ I/egislnfive 
Department. As the Hon’ble .Member lia*. said, tin* Prisons Act of 
IHtM is the fundamental Act lelafing ff> piisuncis, and the Borstal 
Schools Bill Isa snbsidian .\ct which deals with only a s«*ctioii of the 
prison-going twqmlat ion. It «annot be contciidcni that the suhsidiary 
Act should govern the piovisimis o^‘ the fundamental Act. Bather, it 
stands to reason and law that the provisiocs the tundaim^ntal Act 
should govern the f»i(»visions of the suhsidiarv .\c‘t. Therefore, 1 think 
the drafting (d the l.cgislati\e Dcqmrtment is detective and the draft- 
ing of Balm Bej(»y Kiishna Bose's ainendmeiit is much superior. 
What lie says is that the piovisioiih of the Prisons Act should apply 
to the inmates of Borstal institutions when they are not inc^on.sistent 
with the provisions of the Borstal Sc hools Act. That is exac tly what 
the Hon ’hie Member wants, and I should, therel<»ie, ask him tc» acc ept 
the uinendment. 

There is another part of the amendment which rc^ceives my uncpili- 
tied »upp<»rt, nz., as regards the omission of the words “ as if the sclimd 
were ^ pri.v:n and th^ inmates thereof prisoners.'' One great point 
about prison reform is that you must awaken the self-respect of the 
prisoners; and you cannot awaken their self-respect if you make them 
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feel at every step that they are prisoners, moral lepers, that they should 
he he^rreg-ated from the ordinary population, and so forth. You must 
make them forget that they are prisoners; and how can they forget 
it if you insist upon treating them as prisoners even in your Borstal 
A(;ty Prison reform is lagging l>eliind in this cfmntry, her ause of the 
ajmthy and indifl'erence of the public, and that apathy and indift'erence 
is to a certain extent due to the fact that the Government .does not take 
the public into their confidence. And if you persist in that policy even 
in your Borstal Act, \\hich is a very necessary measure of reform, then 
the A(‘t is hound to he infiucluous, in spite of all your juious wishes and 
intentions. T<» orate public sympathy and confidence is the essential 
condition of success foi- such a measure as this, and the Government 
should take the first step towards it hy accepting the veiy reasonable, 
moderate, and pro[)er amendment that has been brought forward by 
Bahu Be.joy Krishna Bose. 

The Hon*ble Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia: it appears to he as a little hit cuiious as to why Bahu 
Be.joy Kiishna Bose, who \ery fiearly dissected every section of the 
Act at the very first stage, did not considei this clause worth his while 
to examine. He, perhaps, thought that this clause was alright and 
he, therefore, did not raise his little finger at that time. It is also 
curious that my other friend. Balm Jogindia (Chandra ('hakravarti, 
who had disapproved of the section at the last session, bv his silence, 
r»ow af)])roves (»f the section. Let assume it ‘<0 for the moment 
until the c(mtraiy is proved, 'rhen, my triend, Piofessor Baneijee, 
did not raise any discussion on (liis l)eforc. 1 admit that no .Vet (an 
he p(Mfect, and I endcune whatevei Mr, .l!»nle^ has said, naniel\, “ give 
this Act a tiial and see how it woiks.” 

Ill the first place, in snh-clanse (n). m\ friend wants tliat the wrnds 
.subject to the firovisions of this A(’t " he omitted in so tar as they 
are im'onsistent with the schenic> and objects of this Act. No\^, what 
are the schemes^ f d(» not rememher to have come across such a phrase 
in any .Vet, My knowledge of law is very, very limited, and I stand 
to cor^ction, hut f do m»t think that it is a legal phrase; and it is 
the Hegi.slafive Department liose advice we generallv seek in the 
mutter of drafting. So far as the drafting is concerned, we have got 
to follow the precedent of the Madias and the Punjab .\( tv Madra.s 
is the pioneer so far as the Borstal School is concerned, and they have 
already introduced this very section, and we have taken it from the 
\fadras and tlie Puiijah Acts; and until the contiaiv is proved, we 
must assume that it is working satisfactorily there. If, however, it 
is ultimately found that it is not working well in Bengal, any member 
of the TiCgivslative Coiiucil may try to get the law amended.'^

Ml. h’inlow and I met at Natoie on the nioining ot the lllh Septem- 
hei ami went tooetliei o\ej' the gioumis Irom Ihithia to Sanhi. We 
pa.sseil thiough the* fields and villages and disetissed v\jlh tin* lo<‘al 
people as to their ac iual ie(|uiienients in lespect to watei Im ii ligation, 
etc. 

The previous malaiia suivey <d the* area .showed that malaria was 
hyj>odeimic, loo village- showing -pleeii indi<*es vaiying from pei 
(‘Oiit. to KK) per cent. • 

This y<*ai theie was an ahnoimal shoHage in rain tall, moreover the 
riv(*r (janges did not iis«‘ -ufHcieiitlv high to permit much water to 
pass into tin* interioi Ihrmigh the existing shallow channels. Jn c«»n- 
sequence shoitage ot surtae-e, water was noticed almost I'veryw hen*. As 
a result the paddy was eihviousfy suffering and thmigh then* was a 
luxuriant growth of jute the cultivators were afraid that owing to 
lack of water jute steeping might he difficult. Near the Rural river 
there were many signs of the elToits made hv the villagers to deepen 
the existing shallow channels for the purfKist* of hiinging liver watei 
to the interior for cultivation and foi filling tanks :ind for jute steep- 
ing. But the river had fallen too rapidly to allow of much smecss. 

Everywhere w’e w'ent the people statetl they needed river w’atcr not 
only fhis year hut every year because they kimw the value of the silt. 
In one place particularly we noticed about lot! villagers from about 10 
villages excavating a channel leading fiwn the Doral liver. In the 
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course of a mile aloii^? thai road nearly half a dozen similar artificial 
channels were noticed showinjr that there was very jfreat demand of 
water within the area. 

There are several khals and rivers within the area all of whi<'h are 
now in a state of decay, jnirticularly the Hoja and Nartol. Tint the 
Mtishakhan vvhicli draws water from the Haial is still active and intro- 
duces water inland durinji' the monsoon. 

'Fhe channel which has heen pioftosed to l>e <leepened is still latent 
for a consideial)le ‘distance. It known as t In*'* Xamlanc'aclii khal. 
We insj>ecled it at ‘•('vcial points. We went np the liaial to the i)lace 
where the Nandan^^achi khal takes off, notieinc' on oiir journey many 
recently ?e-exeav;ited channels, on hotli hanks of the river. At its 
off-take the Mandan^m* hi khal is not nioie then ‘JO feel wide. Hut theie 
is evidence that at oin* time it must have heen two or three times as 
laiKc. 

The results ol <mr insjKM-l i(»n liava* led ns to foim the opinioti that 
the impiovement of the Nandan;^aehi khal and other channels will not 
he likely to have any matmial effect upon the lec-inie fd the Haral 
liver.

Dr. PRAMATHANATH BANERJEA: The ITniversity of Calcutta 
was cslahlishcd by an Act of the (tovernor-Geneiars Council ]mssed 
in 1857 in accordame with the principles laid down in Sir Charles 
WcmmI’n fannnis Despatch of 1854. Similar Acts were passeil in the same 
Near fo?‘ I he establishment of Cniversities in Bombay and Madras. 
Act ][ (d 1857 v<*sted the giivernment (»f the Calcutta University in the 
Chancelh r, V'ice-Chanc<‘llor, and Fellows, who became a Ixidy corporate. 
The Fellows were, originally, all nominated by the (Government ; but, 
at later dale, the graduates of the Fniveisity were given the right 
t<» elect two Fellows every yeai . All Fellow>s held offici*^ for life. 
H.\ the end of the nineteenth <''etitui\. the numlM'r of Fellows hatl 
become (juile large, and manv ot them had l)egun to asstut tlndr 
indep('n(lenc(-. Considerable progre,^ had, in tlie meantime, lM*en 
a(diic\ed in the field oi higher <‘ducation in all (he provinces. Some 
high officials were alarmed at the late of this j)i(>giess, and the ci\ was 
laised for a reconstitution of the 1 ni versifies. Acconiingly, I/ord 
(hir/.on apjMiint<*d a (Universities Commission which submitted its report 
in The rwonimemlations* of tlu‘ inaj<nity ot ihi'^ (’mnmission 

were ol a react ionai\ t haracter. and they gave rise to an outburst of 
public feeling the like ot whiih had iaiel\ le'en witmssed before. An 
admirable Note ot Dissent wa^- appended to the leport by one of the 
inemlaMs, Sii (ohuoo Dhss Baneijeis a toinuM Vice-(’hancellor of the 
(‘alcutta I'liiversity and a Judge of the High (’ourt. In the (om luding 
portion oi this Note Sii (tooiih) Das'* observed that si>me of the measure.** 
of reform adviwafed by (he majorif\ tended to place education under the 
control of the Goveriimcnl and *^mall Isalies of <'.\jH*its and to rediut* the 
)M>pular fdement. He added : “ Whib* yielding to none in my appm-ia- 
tion of (he neci'SNiiy for raiding the standard of cibnation and disci- 
pline, 1 have ventured l(» think that the solution arrived at is only a 
partial solutioti. and that we ^4lollbI aim not only at raising the height, 
but also at bnnideiiing the base, of oui educatioiml fabric.*’ 

The main ivcomuieiulat ions of the ('oiuuii.sRion were emliodied in a 
Bill, which wita placed Iwfore the (Governor-Genenirs Council in 1908. 
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The dwcussioii XU hich this diphsuiv Itni to <M‘on|)i^ no ulniost iitiiquc^ 
plaoe^B the histon of debates in the Indian liepiaJatures. It evoked 
tremendous opposition in the (\>uncil, whieh was led by no less a jiersim 
than Gopal Krishna (tnkhale. In the eourse of one of the rinmerous 
spfwJ»e« whicli were made by (bikhale on this <M*eusion, he ol>serve<l : 
“ I believe the life of a iieoph^— whet her in the |M»litiral or industrial 
or intellectual field — is. an lu^ranh* whole, and no strikiiifr pro^rress 
in any particular field is io he liMiked for unless then* he room for the 
free movenieni (d'the enci^ies nf the peoples in ail fields/’ This 
valiant tribune of the people opposed (he Bill at every sta*ro and 
fought every inch (d‘ ground until the Hill Wcaine law in HKM with 
tlie help of the solid bloc in the (’ouiu il which was then at the lank 
and call of the (lovei ninciif . 

The fears of the opponents of the measure ilid not take long to 
materialise. The jn-ogiess of higher education was retarded in every 
province, except Bengal, in tin.- pio\ince. (he lalamity was averted 
by a fortunalt* <*ir<*unistam e, Sii Avhutosh ^lookerjee. alio had Immui 
one of the stroller ditii s ,,t the riiiveisi(\ Hill hut had 4le< lined to go 
the wliole length with (iokliale in his opposition to (he measure, was 
placed at the head of affairs in the (’nlcntta I’niversity, and from tinif 
niomenl till the day of his passing awa\ lu* rcinniiuMl its guiding 
spirit, ('haiicelloi's came and went, one \’ici*-( 'iiancellor succt‘eded 
another, hut Sir Ashutosh Mookerjee a ns ala ays then* hearing tin* gr«‘at 
luirden on his hmad shoulders It aas owing to his estraordinary 
devotion and his administrative i^cniiis that the Calculla l’niv<‘rsity 
was raised from the ]>osition of an examining ImkIv to that of a great 
centre of learning. He fiad to contend with iniiumcrahlc difliculties, 
not the least serious of aliii h weiV tiiiam ial. Hut his ability and 
resourcetulne.ss steered the nom* t<K» stiong hanpie id tlie rniversity clear 
of nil shoals and whirljx.ids. His .sudden death, liowever, clian^eil the 
wliole situation. Sir Kwart (ireaves, who now la'came \'ice-('liamellor, 
gave of his- best to the woi k of the I nivei’nity. His patient lalNUii's, 
his wond<‘rfnl urhaiiify, and his c«»ol courage extnrted the admiration 
of all. But he found that the situation was growing more and more 
difficult, and on the day ol his letireineni from otlice, he Iratikly tnld 
the members of the Senate that the interference irf the (loverninent in 
the affairs of the rniversity was assuming a disjiuieting usfiec t. 

I will not discuss the events which have taken jiliwe wiice Sir 
Ewait’s departure. But I b«‘lieve it i> now admitted on all hands that 
a change has liecome al>solntely neces««ir>. In fact, the nece»«ity for 
an amendment of the existing law relating to the Hniversity has lieen 
felt for a ctnisiderable time past. The Sadler Com mission was ap(»ointef] 
in 1917 to consider the question. I nfortiiiiately, the rr*coniniendatioiis 
of the CommiHiiion were of a very complex charai tei and involved huge 
additional expenditure, both leciirring and iion-reruiTing, which the 
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Government wiix unable to incur. Two private Bills were introfluced 
in the firfit reformed Benjsral Council, but both of them proved unsatis. 
factory, and unacceptable to the general public. A Government Bill was 
framed in I92»‘i, which failed to enlist Hui)port on account of tlie con- 
troversial nature of some of its piovisions. The TTnivei*sity auth(»- 
ritics prepared two Bills, one under the guidance of Sir Ashutosh 
Mookerjee and Mr. Bhufiendra Nath Basil, and the other durinp^ the 
Vice-Chancellorship of Sir Ewart Greaves. But neither of these wa.s 
uciteptable to the Government. ^ 

The Bill which I have the honour to place liefore you to-day i'^ 
simple in its sco|¥* and free from technical details. Its purpose is to 
reine<ly the obviinis defects of the [Universities A(‘t which is now in 
force. Nolnidy (an deny that the presiutt ccmstitiition of the Senate 
of the f’alcutta Cniver.'^ity is unrepre.-^ntative. The existing law pro- 
vides f(U- 8t) per cent, of its inemlxu's Immuj^ noininah*d by the Chancellor. 
As the Chancellor of the ["niversity is also the executive head of the 
province, the Act ifives the Government a ])ie|>onderant voice in the 
internal administration of the T'niversity. .Vnd this, I may remind the 
IT(»us<*, is in addition to the enormous extent ot outside conticd vented in 
the Government. The representation ot the* iMlucated community is 
hopelessly lnade(|uate, foi only Itt per cent, ot tlo^ total strmi^»-th ai the 
Senate is electetl by the re^^istered ^^raduales. Even this limited riprht 
is, on account of tlie Imnivv t(H*s jiayable for rej^istration. available 
only to a very small nection <d the alumni td the Cniveisity. There is 
no HCO|K* foi the represeniatic.n ot the preneral piitdic interested in educa- 
tion. The professors and lecturers ot the Cnixersity and of the (’olle^ps, 
ns well as teachers in scdiocds, also j^^o unrejuesented, and the only door of 
entry open to them in that of nomination. 

1’he existing state of the law can onl> j^ive lise to one of two 
conditions in the T^nivei’sity. It 1’an cieate either an autocracy or a 
crinjrinjr subservieiic'y. Benevolent despotism has, no doubt, its redeem- 
inff features, and, in favourahle circumstances, it may (*onfer consider- 
able benefit on the <*omniunity. But who can p'uaiantee u succe^ssion of 
lienevolenf despeds^ .\nd when lienevolenoe ^ives jdacc to malevolence, 
des])otism appears in its worst form. The other alternative is even worse. 
(Constant mibject ion to Government control is demoralisiu^ir* «*>d inimic4il 
to the best interests of a Fuiversity. Neither of thevse coiwlitious is 
favourable to the ^rrowth of a spirit of freedom and a brewlth of out- 
l(K)k, whic h are the nuKst essential features of a true c-entre of culture. 

My Bill seeks to pnivide a c'onstitution for the Calcutta Fuiversity 
which is calculated to enable this IkmIv to avoid both these (^ondition.s. 
The iroverninff Uidy of the Fniversity is the Senate, and no .scheme of 
reform can prove a succ^ess unless it is directed towards it.s reconstruction. 
I, thendoi-e, pivpose that the Senate of the future shall consist of a 
hundred ordinary Fellows, 25 of whom shall lie ele<*ted by reg^istered 
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gmiuilt«8, 15 by the Ftirulfies, 15 by the Professurs and in 

Collejfes, 10 by the Professors and lecturers of (he Univei'sityi 
5 by iKe teachers in schoids, 4 by the iion-t»fhcial inenil>eis of this 
(\)uncil, and 0 by t]»e Municipalities and tlistritt Inairds of the pro- 
vince, while 20 shall l)e nominated by the (’hancelbn . Tlieie will, 
l)esides, be a number (»f e.r-offirio Felbiws. sm h as of (he Ministei's 
and a few other (Government otticiaK. and the Primipals of (he nn»st 
imiKutiuit ccdlejfcs in Calcutta as well a*) in the inteiioi oi the pnj\inc<^ 
The objci't of the second impoitant prtoisiim of lliis Bill is an exten- 
sion of the framdiise. ruder the existinj^- Act, a ^railuate is entitled to 
have his name entered in tlie Ue^rister «>n payment of an initial fee 
of ten rupees. Most of our younj: men find it diffictilt («» pay thin 
amount, I, tlnnetore, projKise to reiluce the payment to one of two 
rupees. A ^^raduate who luis faibnl to ha\e his naim* cnteivd within 
one year from tin* da(t‘ on which he be( onies tpialified, is rjow ('om))elle<l 
to pay an additional sum of Hs. |(). 'Phis iimount is also re^luciul to 
Hs. in my Bill. Fuithei, evi*i\ j^iaduate has t(» make an aiintial 
paymejil of ]{s. IB in (odei to ha\e his name borne on the register. 
'I’his provision has the etlect oi unduly restricting^ the immbei of the 
rejristered jrraduates. The adoption of my prop<»sal, namelv, the pay- 
ment of an annual f(‘e <»f two rupees, will. 1 am sure, expand the 
electorate to at least ten times its prf^scnt sj/.e and thus enable the 
hulk of (he alumni of the Fniveisitx (<» take an intidli^jent interest 
in its atfairs. 


The ammidmeiits which 1 piopiise to the existing’ Ad will, I hope, 
le considered resisonable in xiew of the pii*c<'4leijts which exist elH 4 ‘- 
where. Several new (Universities have l»een established in naent years, 
and most of the older (i niversities have lieeii reiiKMlelliMl, AVithout tf«>in>r 
into details, I may mention that (hrPe main ieatures aie (dnervahle in 
tluv^e constitutions; namel\, iiist, the nnmlNU oi pnsoiis appoiiiled by 
the (Government is comjiaiatively small; swinnl, the Profess<ns ami 
le<'tui*ers are either v.r-offxvio memlKU's {d the pivernin^ Ixalies or are 
represented on them in ‘sufficient sireiijfth; and third, tin* ^'^eneral 
public* has a substantial voice in lhf» control of hi^’hcr education. 

Education is an atlaii of the people. It i^ ior the |w*ople to lay 
down the ideals (<» l>e pursued and the iiietlnMls to Ih> fed lowed in the 
matter of public instruction. It is, therefore, fit and profier that the 
Senate of the University should contain a lur^fe )H»pul(ir element. 
Meml>eis of the Jie)fislative Council, the Municipalities, and district 
lioards, are not only deeply interested in the educational proprress of 
the country, hnt are, hy reason ot theii close I'ontaet with the various 
spheres of the jM*ople’s activity, likely to hrin^r a valuable fund of 
experience to the w^ork of the University. KducatioiialinlH who have 
made the instruction of the future citisens id India their life’s w’ork 
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auffht to be given an ah*nire(i place in the educational system of the 
country. Lastly, in order to secure the independent growth of educa- 
tional activity, it is essential to reduce the induein^e of the (lovernnient 
fo a in in ini inn. 

These are the ohjecds kept in view in the Bill before the House. It 
consists of only few short sections. The detailw can easily be threshed 
out in the Select (Wiinittee, where the memliers will, I am sure, take 
steps to remove any defects that may be found to exist in the Bill. 
Although it is a small measure, the conseijnences of it^ enactment an- 
likely to he tai-reacdiin^. 

If the Bill is jiassed, the whole educational atmospheie will la* 
changed, and healthy l onditions will prevail in the jirovince. Therefore, 
in the interests of ediu ational efficiency and for the general well-l>eing of 
the commuiiit>, 1 a]ip4*al to the nieinlieis of this House to give their 
most seiious consideration to the Bill, and thus helf) to rescue our Ahno- 
A/ntvr from her present perilous position, so that she may find freedom 
ami sti'ciigth to leai- her ihildren in a way that will enable them t<» 
render some real sm vice to this ancient land. 

(At this stage the Hoii’hle the President lett the (’hamlM*r and the 
l)epntu\ Presiilent toedi the (’hair.) 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: 1 shall mm ask the ll.m'hle Xawah 
Musharruf llosain to mo\e his amendment anr] then the piocedure J 
want to adopt is that there will Ik* a gem*ral discussion It the 
Hon’hle Nawah's motion be canied then ther«‘ will l>c no ne(essit\ 
of putting the other motions. 

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY: Before the President left the 
(diair he mentioneil that Dr. Bauer jtni's Bill and my Bill would he 
taken (4»gether, So. it tolhovs tlmt 1 ina\ bring tr>rward m\ motirui, 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: According to my jinM-edure you 
need not move your motion, but you will W allowed to .speak on your 
Bill. After the Hoii’hle Nuwah has moved his motion 1 will allow 
other memhers to speak. Your motion is identical to Dr. Banerjea's 
motion.

}^ON-Ot*FICIAL MEMBBRS* BILLS. [14th Dec. 


The reform of (’aleiitta riiivei-Kity is not a subject to be under- 
taken lightly. It is one of the greatest administrative problems which 
faces this (government. It was a problem of urgency ten years ago 
when <he (ah'utia rniveisil> (’ommission was sitting. That Com- 
mission jirmlucecl its repoH two years later. For various reasons, 
partly financial ami partly political, only that part of the report 
which dealt with the propftsed Dacca Fniversity has been carried into 
effect. 


The Bill now before us practically ignoies the recommendations 
of that Commission. There is nothing sacrosanct about the recom- 
mendatircns of that (^immission, though I may lemind the mover and 
those who think with him that Sir Asutosh M<K)kerjee was a member 
of the (\immissi<»n and signed the r<*|K>rt. Hut when an attempt is 
made to reform the Cniversity, which practically makes no use or 
very little use of that repoit, it is iieceHsary to examine very carefully 
the j)ropoMiils put forward and test them in the liglit of the recom- 
mendations of that leport. 

The Sadler (\unmission made the definite statement that the existing 
system of government of ('a)cutta Fniveisity is ill-a(la]>ted even to 
the purpose (»f an iifHliatiiig Fniversity. “ Its supreme governing 
body, the Senate,” said the (Commission, “ is m>t large enough to 
be representative of all the iiiteiests that should find expression in 
a great provincial T^nivei-sity. On the cdhei hand it cann(»t In? made 
an ex|»ert body capable of chuiling with all the asjuM ts of the tc^uching 
work of an Fniversity.” 

The (j)mmission added that the excautive body of the Fniversity, 
the Syndicate, is loaded hy so great a mass ami variety of func tions 
at once uc*ademie and administrative, that it is swamped. No small 
body could possibly 1m* ho const itufc*d’*us to be capable of dealing with 
all these* widely different duties. 

Dr. P. N. Hanerjea’s Hill aims at reducing the j)()wer cd the 
(^hancellor in connexion with the cMUi.stitution of the Senate and places 
the Fniversity on what he considers t<» be a sound representative basis. 
If bis proposals were calculated io give us u bettei governing t>ody 
than that which now coMfn>ls the Fniversity, there would be nothing 
to object to in this find, but to my mind a very givat defect in the 
proposed Hill is the fact that it leaves all the defw‘ts point<*d out 
by the Commission entirely uiiremedied. ]f bis Hill passes into law 
the Syndicate will In* just as much overwhelmed as it was when the 
(\)m mission reported. 

The pro|iosed cHmtrolling authority also will leave unrepresented 
a numlwr of jreople who have a right to have a say in Fniveraitv 
matters in Bengal. 
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For instance there is nothinjr in his Bill which makes special pro- 
vision for the representation t)f women educationists, althoufrh the 
TTniversity has uiulei’ its control three wtmien’s collejfes and 18 hijjh 
8(‘hoolvS for jjirls. At tirst si^lit also I am t«f opinion that the Bill 
will leave the Moslem community lepresented hy far fewer meml>er8 
Oil the Senate than ohtain a plac‘e under the piestuit Mstem. 

There is aUo in my opinion a certain limit to the extent t«» which 
the principle ot popular iepieM*ntation in Univeisity matter^ can safe- 
ly he adopted. I do not consiiler it altogether fair to expe<‘t a 
renowned professor to staiul foi ele<*tion to the Senate in competition 
with youn;*- men win* have \et t») \>in their •'puis and may ccuueivahly 
l)e his suhoxlinates. Such men and espec ially the htddeis of important 
University (’hairs slM»uld he on the Senate as fan- aas possible as of rijfht. 

At all events it is ( leai that theie is a case toi obtaining; ai wider 
opinican than thaat which this House is <ompetent ta> ^ivc‘. 'Phe learned 
bodies of Heia^^Jil, the* jrac-ait cuinimucial aasMH-iaat ions, and th<‘ aathliaated 
collej^es and dithocoat c(»mmunit ie's should be ^n\en ai chaance to express 
their views befoae this House paoc cmmU t»» le^rislate. 

Finally we and those who assist u> by conanumt in>f oia the Bill will 
have to ask whethea it i^ woith while occupvinjx the time <»f this House 
with a Bill which leaves paacticaillv untouched all those fuaidainental 
defects fnmi which the Unix to sit \ has been sull'ciin^r now for many 
vears jind which wt*re pointed out b\ the* Sadler ( ’ommissican. If it had 
been su^j^ested that the* ie>ult cd the* pi(*pc»sed reconstitution of the 
Senate would lemove those difiic ult ies we mijrht have bcaui able to ]>n»- 
ceed with less caution. Since howexcu it piactically continucH the 
old machiner.N with some* modification in the* pets, ms who have t<» work 
that machinery, the Bill c an scaic cdv be* c laimed to be a Bill for tb«‘ 
reform of the I’niveisitv . It wilU^till be csjuallv unfitted and possibly 
more unfitted than before foi the c-onduct of the multifaiious duties 
whic h fall upon it and which the Sadie? (’omniission definitely stated 
were too muc h foi it. Theie is at all events a vc*i\ c leai case fc*r Mound- 
ing public opinion on the* pioposal. and 1 theiefmc- move* the amendment 
which stands in my name. 

BabU MANMATHA NATH ROY: Might 1 {>oint out at this stage 
that it will be convenient if the two Bills aie discussed together ^ 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: T agree with you. hut the difficulty 
that stands irr our way is that the coder «‘f ballot will have to In* changed. 
There are other motion.s liefnre yours. 

BabU MANMATHA NATH ROY: .\t the lM*giitning the President 
was pleased to say that the two Bills dealt with the same ciueHlion. I 
submit that the two Bills are not idenfic^al, although they deal with the 
name question. There are certain points of detail in which there is 
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ro?i«i<lernble (liif<»renre the two Bills, and I submit the most 

convenient and rational procedure would be to deal with the two 
motions to#<etlier. 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: 1 have thought over that and I am 
sorry 1 cannot ehaii^e the ordei of ballot. 

I At O-20 i‘,M. the ('ouneil was adjourned aiwl it reassembled at 
e.M.| 

Mauivi ABUL KASEM: Sir, the C’alewtta ri»iversit\ Act has a 
history behind it and the uorkin^^ c»f the Ac t has shown that it has not 
worked satistaetorily. 'J'lie University Hhctuld be reconstructed and 
reconstituted. Sir, 1, with all my ^mod wishes, am sorry that I am 
unable to support my friend Dr. Pramathanath Baiierjeu, not Wcause 
1 do not approve cd his Bill, but because 1 think this patchwork is 
absolutely useless. Theie shcuild be a Bill to reconstitute the whole 
University and the wliole thin/> shcuild be sifted. Sir, it is my mis- 
fortune to liave to cnitside Ben^^al veiy cdten, and it has been a 
matter of shame to me that on many oeca''ions 1 have found educated 
young Bengali boys unable to ccimpete with young mere cd the same 
class from Punjab, Madras and Bomba.x. I have felt and telt with 
considerable shame that oui bo\s chc noi accjuit themseh»*> cieditably 
in comparison uith boys from other province". I say that intelligence 
is on c)ur side: our bo\s are veiy good, but it is the detect in the 
University s\stem cd’ culucation which makes the Bengali box" infeiioi 
to boys of other provinces. I think it is a seiious matter, and 1 
rc‘grei that (lovernment has not as yet thought tit to clratt and intro- 
duce a com[)rehensi\ e Bill for the rc*constitut ion cd the Univeisity, and 
as the (loveiiiment has failed to do so. 1 hope my fiiend, l)i. Banerjea, 
will come foiward with a more elaborate and comprehensive Bill before 
the House. I support the* amendment «d the Hon’ble Minister for 
Education that the Bill be circulated for eliciting public opinoin. I 
certainly think that the opinion of the (’alcutta Univei'sitx and other 
public Imdies shcmld be ascertained before we come to a dec ision. But, 
Sir, 1 take exc’eption to a remark made by the Hon’ble Minister for 
Education, if I have hc»ard him aright. He said that he wanted the 
opinion of f>eople u ho were moie compedent in this respect than the 
raemlrers of the T^egislative C’ouncil. I take exception to that. I say 
that we, the members of the Legislative Uouncil here, are sufficiently 
competent to decide upon Ic'gislative measures. Before, however, we 
(*ome to any decision, >ve have certainly to consider the (»piiiion of 
experts and of people who know alrout these educ*ational imdfers. There- 
fore, Sir, T support the motion that the Bill he ciiT*ulated for eliciting 
public opinion, but at the same time 1 wish it to be clearly understood 
that 1 do not mean that it should he sent to all public associatoins and 
public organisations, but cmly to the Calcutta University nnd tc» the 
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Piiacipalfl of Colleges for their upiiiimi on the Bill. I do uot think 
ih|k this motion is intended to shelve (he Bill, but simply to elicit 
ez|eft opinion on the provisions of the Bill, uml 1 hope. Sir, the 
liOglslfttive I3epnitinent will take neee'isury steps to have these opinions 
ready and circulated In^foie \\c meet again at the next session. 

Mf* Ja H« LINDSAY* Sir, it i>. ohvioii>l\ iu‘eessai\ in iM>nnet*(ion 
with a Bill like tliis that we should gt‘t the opinion ot the t^ileutta 
University. That, I think, all will agree, is ahsolutelv essential.

Mideitition of thi« House that public opinion Iihh already l»eeii conHu1t«d, 
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not formally perhaps, and yet none the less eiSectively for all that. 
For 12 years and more this question of Univei-sity reform has been 
before the public, and for the last half a dosen years at least the 
whole educated public of Beng'ul all those who take any interest in 
the TTiiiversity (jueHtioii -have made up their minds on the matter. 
They think that a Bill like the present one is urgently needed for the 
reconstitution of the Senate. There is one special reason why this 
reconstitution is particularly wanted viz., for the pur|x)8e of freeing 
the University from the hampering control of the (jovernment. It is 
a cardinal and essential feature of University reform that the Univer- 
sity should Im* freed from all extranetms and outside influences: and 
it is this one feature of the present Bill which commends itself specially 
for our acceptance. At present the (yalcutta University consists, as has 
been pointed out to-day it ( aiiiiot be rej)eated too often- -of 80 i)er 
cent, of nominated memljers and 10 per cent, of elected members. 
Where are the j)eople in such a scheme of University management P 
What voice do they have in controlling the affairs of a progressive 
Senate like that of the C'alcutta Universit\p And is it not time that 
this scandalous defect should be i«*niedied?' 

^ 1'here is aimtlier point which re(juire> cofisiderati(H). and that to(> 
has been adecjuately provided for in l)i. Banerjea’s Bill. I mean the 
extension of the electorate by reducing the fiamdiise and broadening 
the basis <»f election. .\f present, in order to qualify to l)e a voter 
of the T^ni\ersity, ever\body has got In jia\ a ineiniuni <»r fit»e of 
Bs. 10 a \eai. Dr. Banerjea says that tln‘ amount is loo much. T 
would go further and sa\ that this tine is altf>gethei- wrong in principle.

Babu MANMATHA NATH R0Y:'Sii*, there is absolutely no justi* 
fi(aition for the dilatory motion that has been luought forward b\ the 
Ilon’ble Minister. The matter has l>een before the public for a long 
time. The Sadler Commission, whicji came into existence for the 
benefit of the Calcutta Cniversit\, made its reeoiiimendat ions long ago. 
Since then, the (jiiestion (»f reconstitution of the Senate has lM*en before 
the puhli<‘, and opinions have been expressed off and on by the jniblic 
and in the pies*^. Within ilie last six years attempts weie made in 
diftVient legislatures to reconstitute the T^ni\er.sity on a democratic 
basis. In a motion was cairied in the (’(Uincil of State, that the 

Council recommends to the (lovernor-Ceneial in Council that early 
steps Iw taken to put the Cniv<‘isit ies oi India on a (leimH vatic basis. 
In the Hunie year, in this Council a1si>, u ies4)lutioii was <aii'ied (Uj the 
motion of Mr. Jutimlra Nath Bose, then a meinl)er of this Council, 
that steps be taken t4» put the coiV'titution of tlie ('alcutta Cniversily 
on a democratic- buNis. 'I’lie then lT4)n’ble Minister, Sii l*i(»\as]i 
(diunder Mittei, assured the Couucil that steps would In* taken to 
modify the <‘onstitut ion of the Cab-utta University on the line" suggested 
in the resolution. Six years have* rolled by since tlien, but nothing 
has been done. The late Minislei. Sir Provash Chumlei Mitter, was 
in office for (wo more yeai", but m> action seeiiKS to have been taken, 
and no progress was ma<le. Most 4>f the Univeisities in India have 
reconstituted the Senate 4»n a ilenuH-ralic basis, depending laigely <m 
the recommendations of the Siullcr (^mimission ; but nothing has lieen 
done for the (’alcuttu T^ni\cisity for which tlie CoinmiHsicm was 
Imiught into existence. Why then this apprehiMision t»n the part of the 
Council, even after the coll^litution of t»ther Indian Universities IniM 
l)een altered on the priiieiples emlHulied in this BilU' The public lM)dies 
and the experts have expimsed their opinion on the re<'ommeiida(ions 
of the CommklRion. The Calcutta University expressed its opinion 
long ago. Tluit opinion may have to be modified now bme and there. 
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The Select Committee may astceHain the opinions of these bodies. It 
seems to me, Sir, that the circulation of the Bill for the pur|K)se of 
eliciting public opinion may result in u shelviiijr of the matter, 
MaulTi A. Kasem and Mr, Lindsay have ivferred to what is said to 
be a comprehensive scheme for the reconstitution of the Calcutta 
University, but we have not been told what that comprehensive si'heme 
4k We have not lieen tohl in what other details it iv wanted to alter 
the Universities Act. There are reasonable grounds tor upprehensioil 
that the matter may be shelved. T would, therefore, appeal (o ytm nut 
to a<*cede to the dilatory motion.

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY: Sir, unless there is a motion 
before the House, there can be no (juestion of division.

Resolution 

(on matters of general public interest). 

Export duty on Jute. 

Babu AMARENORA NATH CHOSE moved that this Council 
lecominend.s to the Government to take neccHsary steps to approach 
the (government of India for securing the export duty on jute for the 
province of Hengal fo la* utilised for the purpose of agiiculture and 
sanitary improvement of the province. 

He s]M)ke in Bengali, the Knglish translation of which is as 
follows : 

In connection vvith this resolution, will >ou please allow me, Sir, 
to say a few w'ords on (he several aspects ot this question? This 
ex|K»rt duty on jute wnis levied at the instance of Sir IV’illiiim Myer, 
the then Finance Member of the (iovernment of India, 4luiiiig the 
great w’ar in 1016. It was then pointed out that this would be a 
temiKirary measure only to meet the high cost of administration 
resulting from the war; and in the \ear following ther«* was made a 
further increase <»f the revenue by ihmhiing this duty. Though at the 
inception it came as a tein|Mirary measure, it wjis never allowed to go. 
The war has <'ome to an en<l, hut the revenue trom this source, amount- 
ing to about 3} crores of rupees, is still being appropriated by the 
Goveinnent of Imlia. .My ju-oposal is to have this amount transferred 
to the Government id' Bengal to lie spent for the welfare of the people 
of this province. 

]Now, Sir, an objection may fa* raiseii on the ground that the C'entral 
Government caiimd he run, if all the [wovimTs show their reluctance 
to hand over or apportion the revenues realised within their geogra- 
phical iMumdaries. It will In* quite evident from a close analysis of the 
principles which would govern the mode of ajiportionment of the 
different sources of revenue hiUween the Imperial (ii>vernmeid and the 
hical Gi>vernment and of the s|)ecial circumstances under which jute 
is pi-oduced and sedd here, the reasons for my pressing the claims on 
this ])articular duty. The function of the Central Gk)vernnient seems 
to have Wn to take up only those measures which ai-e ecptally neces- 
sary for all the pi'ovinces. but which cannot be undertaken by them 
individually. It will Iw* i»nly just and fair to make these ex}>eiises 
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meet fjpoiu the sources which affect the interest uf all e<juall.v. It is 
iuequitable and unreasonable to deprive one province of its special 
resource. 

Jute is a produce which is e\<*lusively Ben^ul*8 own it is our 
monopoly ; and Providence has made it such. Tl cnnnot be grown else* 
where in the world. t)f course, it is true that jute is Wing pmduced 
in two or three other provinces in Imlia, hut it is so very small in 
quantity and so much inferi(»r in quality, that it may W left out of 
account, for all ]uaclical purposes. It is a Providential gift, no 
ilouht hut very hard earned f<»r all that. Prom its nature, it is very 
exacting in cultiv atioji. d'he Bengali peasant has to stake his health, 
his wealth aiul his everything lor this product alouc. Before sowing, 
he has 1(» lahoui' hard t'ven for the ]ireparation <»f llie soil. After 
sowing, weeding is a \er\ tedious and arduous task. In the months 
of liaimkh and nnde! tio* srorchinc ra\s of the sun. the 

Bengali cnltivatoi is tn he ttoind in jute Helils working fnun morning 
till nightfall. Uien d\ning '^nirtin and /ihiiffra, when on account of 
incessant rains and clond\ atniospheie even the beasts and birds scari'elv 
leave theii sheltei and nest, the haid hit ot the tillers of our soil 
drivi* them out to the field* to rut the jiile jdants which hy this time 
he<*ome full-grown and fit for ctiffing. 

After <oitting comes the piocessut stecqung. ’I lie jilants an* sleepeil 
in still watei-'-in ditclies, and po(ds. {'lowing rivers and water- 

wavs are not fit toi tiie pin pose. 'I'liev aie kept undei water till they 
he<'ome rotten, ami thus the tihie can he easilv ^tiijiped ol when they 
aie washed. 'I'liis makes the water of tlie hxalilv s)»oile<l and nasty 
and hel))s the rreation nl nursing abodes tor nrosrpiitoes. Ilencr* we 
witness the outl)le«rk nt < holer a and malaria ihnm^houl Karttk and 
\ifinJnii/un. 'die (ultivatm. in order to fiiiislr tlie whole thing, has 
to allow Itintself to -.ret snnlmfrit atol w ♦•athei -Int ten. But r‘\ei> ar tion 
nrust have its reartion tlie iiiegu’aiilv and tire overstraining winch he 
has practised thi'ough the la*! tew iimiitlis, \erv naturallv t<*ll ujmui 
his henltli. lie easily het-otire* a pt**v to maiaria. prrenmonia and other 
diseases and thereliv his ^va.v to heaven lathei lH‘e«»ines verv siiUMrth 
on account of the humanitarian work. I linvc the honour to repivsent 
tlie rlistrt<t whicli i* tlie greatest iute-priMhicing area in tlie proviiUMi 
and as sn<h I have the piaclical e\|M»rience ot tlie sutTeringH of th« 
people engaged in jute cultivati«m. Now. Sir. if 1 demand the total 
export dut.v mi jute on ladialf of Bengai. it is Wiauw Bengal s<»il is 
the only soil where jute can lie grown, it is Wcause the BeiiguliM ate 
the onlv ]»eople who are (o suffer from it who arc to meet with hard* 
ship, miserv and even death for this. The handing over tliis particular 
revenue will onlv try to make an attempt towards the partial ameliora- 
tion of the condition of Bengal iieasaiits, who alone are resjwnaible 
for the production of this wealth. 
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It is reported that in course of his last visit to Calcutta^ the pre- 
sent Finance Member, Sir Basil Blackett, expressed an opinion that the 
duties on jute are not paid by the Bengalis but are paid by other 
people who jiurchase it for export. This is a misleading conclusion 
arrived at by the HonMde Finance Member. The money which is 
realised as the export duty on jute is really Ihe hard-euj-ned money of 
the cultivators. It is commonly observed that the seller of a particular 
commodity asks ft»r his price, the buyer goes to him and offer some- 
thing according to his convenience. The price in the long run is 
determined by the general law of demand and supply. But it is rather 
lieculiarly unfortunate that our sellers have no voice in the jute 
market. They are to de})eiid on the mercy of the foreign puichasers, 
who dictate terms. The jmrcliasers here are more organised and are 
in a |Misition to know previously the probable sujiply which, again, 
the Government of Bengal helps them by jniblishing the forecasts 
of jute from time to time. The unorganised, illiterate j)roducers have 
no way to know what would be the demand. Again, the_\ cannot uti- 
lise their raw materials. Hence is their dependence. In determining 
the jirice (»f jute the purchasers must take into in-count the export duty, 
and they would easily otfer to the cultivatois the ])rice, after neces- 
sary deduction of the amount they will have to pa\ ti» the Govern- 
nient. This will be the state of things as long as the jute market is 
controlled by one party, viz., the buyers llie Dundee eonsuiners. 
It inaUers little wliether ilie duty is paid bs non-Bengalis or anylKuly 
else. It eunnot Im» gainsaid that if has aftVt ted tlie eiiltivalors and 
it will atfeet them still. 

The Finanee Member lias threatened thal tin* dulv will lie ulsdished 
altogether. But we know for eertain that it will never be abolished. 
For it is oui eomnion experieine that in India theie can only 1 h* levy- 
ing of luxes and no withdrawal of them. 

'Idieii what does the Govtunmenl ot India mean b\ this attitude of 
inditferemel' Does it think that the Bengal Goveimnent is very 
solvent y But there can be no ditterenee of opinion as to the quite 
insufficient and inadequate tumls at the dispo>al of the provincial 
Government. 

Whenever the Bengal Government is ajquoiu hed foi work of vital 
importance such as priinarv education, eradication of malaria and 
kalastur, destruction of water-hvm inth. introduction of scienlifii- agricul- 
ture and cottage industry, ete., we are accustomed tci hear Ihe plea 
of want of funds. 

Ill f’ouipuiisoii with other pi-ovinces, the quantity of land, the 
revenue, the iiunttne tax and last but not the least the population, 
Bengal is not in any way lees. 
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IkR to carry on the internal ticliaiiiiKii'ation where the Punjab gets 
11 crores and Ut lakhs, the United Provinces 13 crtii'es, Bombay 15 
crorea and Madras 16A criires. Bengali gets only 10 ci*on»s and 73 Itikha 
of rupees. 

The Government of Bengali is unable to meet the jusl demands of 
the people for |>e<‘iiniar\ embarrassineiiK. |^ropo^al is for the 

removal of the financial dittieulties. May T, therefore. Iiope to get 
the full supiMiii of Ihi^' House, including the ofiicial meinlMMsy 

If this resolution is a<-cepted. there will be no neee>»sity for auhli- 
tioniil taxation for the introdmtion ot priniarv edinalion and the 
destruction of water-hyacinth. 

Mauivi TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: I formally move, by way of 
umendineut, that in the motion oi Babu Amaiendia Nath Gliosiy last 
two lines, fm the wonK • Agi n ultuial ami sanitai> improvement of 
the jirovincc ’ the noriK ‘ iiee and compuls<»iy piimarx ediieation in 
the jinivince ' be substituted. 

Mr. 8YED MD. ATIQULLAH: 1 lormally move, by way of 
amendment, that in the imttion of Babu Amaiendia Nath (ihos4», last 
line, after the words ' sanitayx imjirovemeiit ’ the xxonls ‘ and fiee 
jirimaiy education ’ be iiiseited 

Babu NALINIRANilAN BARKER: In this ,|uesiion of the pio- 

vincial isat ion ot the jute export dut\, the basn taits aie so indisputable 
that e\en tin* K'picseiitativ es ot the “ white man's bunbm,” 1 mean, 
the Kurop<>an giouj« in tin* (’ouncil. ami the lieasuyv Benches, are 
jinntically of one mind with tlie \aiious othei jaditiial gimips. While 
our clainiN to financial r(*lief aie undeniable. I must sa\ that the pn>. 
\ incialisation of tin* jute ex|K>it dytx is dn i.ih'd not onix bx fiiiam ial 
coiisiderutioiis but aUo tin* undoubtetl HMjuiiements of the juti* tiatle, 
Ikitb ill its present stage as xxell as m ii'* possible tutuii* dexelo|niieiitH. 

As regards tlie elaims to fiiiam nil leliet, irielutable taels and 
figures can lie adduced to prove loiiclusix ely that Bengal is not only 
paying her piopei share, as she ought, to ihe costs ot the f’entnil 
tTOvernmeiit hut liears a disprojKn l innatelx he.n x bmden ot central 
taxation, fbi analysing the tiguie.s of the fa\e^ raised in each pro- 
vim*e under the heads ulliHated to the (Viitral (loveinment you will 
find that Bengal is responsible for aliout Mt jier cent, of the entire 
Central revenue and yiebls to the Government of India more than 
75 |>er cent, of the revenue collectiHl within her iKU'ders, tis agaiiisi 
the average* of (»<1 |HM < eut. > ieldtMl foi all (he provinces of India. On 
the \ms\h of the figures <»f ll>25-lit» Bengal collects every year alamt 
R 4 «. 4B crorett, of w'hif h lew than It emres in left to uiiiUMter to the iieedit 
f this ino<»t populous of Indian provineen, while the lion’s «hare of 29 
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croreu is swallowed to support au idle army with costly occasioual 
recreation in the hunting- grounds of Waziristaii and other regions of 
the Frontier. It may be (contended — and I admit with considerable 
force — that all the duties collected in Bengal are not paid by her people 
and that a iM>rtioii of it may in fact Ije lK>nie by others, as the poi'ts of 
Chittagong and Calciittu serve a wider area than Bengal itself. If 
propel’ statintics wei'e available, that is, if the actual consumption of salt, 
opium, etc., in em-h jirovince <-oiild Im* ascertained, a pr(»per survey of 
the true sources of these taxi^s ccmld have l>een made. But the De]>art- 
ment of iStatistics, like other costly dc]>artnients of (iovei nment, has 
not condescended to .s<M*ve our real needs and no such accurate estimate 
has been deemed useful by the (Vntral (Government. Elven the publica- 
tion of the Inland Trade Returns, which could have enable<l us to form 
a rough esliinale, lias In'eii stepped since 1921, I refrain from going 
more deeply into the 4|uehtioii ot im idc'nce of taxes just at pivsenl, as 
I am afraid it will only tire tlie patiem*e of this Hmise to pres^Mit au 
ttiTuy of figures which cannot l)e readily followed during tlie course of 
a speech in thin House. I ma\ , Ii(»\^ev4*i, l>e jnodoned fei- leferring 
to the fact that I have (-(msidered the qiie.sti(»n in its various aspects 
in some of the <-(»ntributions I have mad<> to tlo‘ local prtvss. 

I shall attempt here imlv to give von, Sii, a unigli idea as to Bengal’s 
real c(»iitribution after making due allowance tin the dutiable goods 
cemsumed bv adjacent piovinces 'eived })y Bengal ports. As rcgaids tin* 
(^istoms duties of 18-o(l crores, there i^ )m doubt that the jute expoit 
duty of more than d} erores is raised almost wlndly in Bengal. (M the 
entiiv population served by the ports of (’ahntta and (^hittagong. 40 
per i-eiil. live within the Injiders of Beng-,«1. Bui Bengal i> a far 
greater consumer (d <*ottoii yarns and tabim-^ toreign liijuoi, sugar 
and imuhineiy than anv other pnwinee. And it woiild be erring on 
the safe side if mi account <d’ this gicati-i con>umj)tioii we add 20 per 
cent, more to the credit of Bengal. It can be proved on the basis ot 

the figures of the Inland Trade Bet urns id 1921 that <>0 pei iviit. of 

the dutiable imjairts of Bengal are cmisumed within the province. 

On this calculation Bengal’s share of Oustoms duties, exiluding jute 
exjKirt duty, will come up loughlv to SJ ermes. On the basis of 

population the bunleii of salt lax will U' to the cximit ot 70 lakhs, 
40 |)er cent, of l.-TI « lores, though according to the Admiiiistnr- 
timi Be|H»rt of 1921-22 the consumption of salt lia.s Wn talculuieil at 
00 iH»r lent. Begarding im-oine tax. it was proved liefore the Meston 
OommittiM' that alKUit 5M) j>er cent, tif the income-tax collecteil in Bengal 
in paid solely by its people; .so our share of the income-tax can ]m put 
at h Jlfi eiwes. We have left out of eonsiilei-ation the iiu idence on tlie 
|H»ople of Bengal of some taxe.s i-<dlected in the other provinces. And 1 
have also not taken into account the coutributiuii of Bengal to the profits 
from Railways, Posts and Telegiaphs. Thus at a most modest estimate. 
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Bengal’s real contribution to the Central Exchequer cannot be put at 
less than 18 crores on these hea<ls alone. I make bold to assert, Sir, 
that whatever inethcKl of calculation may lie adopted, the more deeply 
we probe into this question the nnire thonuighly shall we be satisfied 
that, in point of provincial contribution to the Central Government, 
Bengal bears an unduly heavy bunlen, out of all prtijwrtion to that 
home by any of her sister provinces. 

Even taking into considen»tion the residual resources of the respec- 
tive proviiu'es, which was* the guiding pri!H*i])le of the Menton Settle- 
ir)eiit, Bengal has n(>t l)een fairly dealt with, as with a po|>u]ntion tif 
50 lakhs less than ours, Ma<]i'as has -1 crores more spending powei' and 
Bombay has a sjjemling power of 4 oO crores in excess of ours with 
hut half the pojnilatiou (jf this jjioxime. 

In this coimcctioii tli<* (ham iiimmt of India have since the time of 
the Mcston Award, lanui making a great point ol tlndr finamdal strain. 
But they can m» hmgei urge that reason, as the deficit of ‘J.‘U crores which 
obtained in thos(v ^vas turiie<l in tin* year info a substantial 

surplus ol 2 <*rotes, which rose to oxer 4 crores in l025-2ti. If it is urged 
lliat the I esfniiM'es of tin* ( ioveriinient ol India maN Im* inadeqnuti* to nMH*t 
their own requiiements on the present basi**. I should point out that, 
unlike the item*^’ of i<‘\cuue as^igned to piovinces, the revenues ot the 
(Viitral (ioNermnent au* capahb* ol expansion. I must also point to 
allot hei source of income which lies untapped, a circumstance that con- 
stitutes a j^iave injiistn e to othei classes of people in Imlia. 1 refer to 
the <‘xcmption of leitain classi»s from income-tax. In fairnews to all 
parties' ciuicctned the (invernmeiil should seek to raise tnither revenue 
by alterin>4 the Imonu* Tax .\ct s{i as to bring cettain groups ot Kuio- 
pean ( \>mpaii les and iinlix idiials non exeinpteil, and ceitaiii «)ther classes 
ot income mentioned h\ the I'a.xation inquiiv ( 'oninnl1<*e, uithiti the 
scope of the hnsnne 'lax .\ct. Ifie loss nf ie\eiiue jui this account is 
estimatcil 1>t •”» ( rones, which sum will be iiioic than sufficient toi anv 
possible rise in tin- rc(|iiirements of the Ceiitial Governmenl. 

Hut the more seriniis ohjm'tion Ie\elled hv the Kinaiicc Meinhei id 
1 he Govei nment of India against oui chum f«» the pife e.xpojf tlttly is 
that, jute iM'ing a monojMdx priMliict, n tax on that cniiiMn*dit\ |s easily 
shifted to the hireign consumer and theiefoie pio|M*rl\ apjieilaiiis t<i 
the fViitral (tovernment. I’his is u conimon tsonomic lalbn x which is 
surprising only when it comes fnuii such well-read ami well-inforiiied 
.s<>ur<*es as the present Finance Metidiei f»f tin* Go\»*rnment of India. 
The incidence <»f taxulion is indecnl the lust subject fm facile usM^rtioris 
of this kind, especially as all luw.s of e<iiiioiiiics are men* stateiiieiith 
of tendencies, which in the actual coinlilioii of the day to da> muiket 
are counteracted by \ at ions other forces. Fiofej^oi Taussig has shown 
that the notions ctuiiiiioiily entertained, even iiiiiongHt Mholars about 
the advantages ot the nionoi»oly prcaluct, are highly exaggerated and 
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are far removed from urfual facts. No c'ommodity cau be an absolute 
monojKily and jute clearly is not so, innsmucb as a rise of its price 
beyond a ceHain limit would lesult in itM displacement by inferior 
substitutes. The distin^uishini^ characteristics of a mono|)oly are single- 
handed contii)] of the entire sup])ly, which implies full power to dictate 
the ]>rice to the consumer and absolute inelasticity of demand, which 
irn[)lieK the helj)le.s'^ness of the buyer. Rut, as a matter of fact, jute is 
bought by a nionojxdist buyer at his own price from u rieedy peasantry* 
\vho have no staying j>ower or othei means of evading or escaping from 
any tax thrown on them. The buyer fixes the export price, keeping in 
view the possibility of competition with an inferior substitute, or 
the avoidance* of jute l)ags by resort to bulk liandliug. He fears the 
astute, eiilei -prising and educated foreign im]Mnter more than the needy, 
ignorant Indian jinMlucer. To encoinage the foreign im|)(»rter to use 
jute mid t<j keep him away from resmt to hulk handling or other sul>- 
stiiules, he naturally thiows the ta\ through the middlemen on the 
shouhlers <d' the dumb producer, Hesi<les, price under monopoly condi- 
tion cannot be obtained, due to the fact that in their anxiety to sell jute 
as early as possible tlie jute grow m s compete with each other. 

The provinciali^sition of the jute expent duty <*unnol be opposed on 
this ground. Tn fact, it is a very suitable head of revenue tor piovin- 
cialisutioii. lleing eoiieentiatcsl in one place, the ineidenee of a tax 
on the export of jute is easy to trace and it should not be classed yvith 
other tariff is'venues. It is (dearly a source of jlifferential ta.vation to 
her people as compared with the peopl«‘ ot othei’ provinces. 

1 have said tliut l)esid(‘N the proper adjustirn'iit of the provincial 
tux burdens there are otlnr grounds yvhieh remlei- imjieraliye the trans- 
ference of th(^ jute export duty to Ihmgal. Jute is tlie mainstay not 
only id the peasantry ot Bengal but also of oui- middle classes. The 
welfaiy* of the whede province is thus inextricaldy Inmnd up yvith the 
prospi'rity of thi'' trade. In regard to cultivation there has been for 
various reasons a marked detei i(»rat ion in the quality of the fibre. In 
their evidence lw*foie the Linlithgoyv (’ommissi«m, Ixtth the liondon 
Jut(» .\s.s(M'iation and the Dundee .lute Importers’ Association have 
drnyvn pointed attention to this tact and have charged the (lovernment 
of India in unequivcu-al terms with an iiidiffeivnce amounting to 
culpuhle homicide in regard to these industries. They have cited the 
case of the Bengal linsmal, the silk trade, shellac and indigo to show 
that the (lovernmeiit have, by tlieii apathy, killed these industries. 
Even yvhere tliey did interfere their interfei-ence was too late. It is 
obviously imtMissible fur the (Vntrul (Juvernment to devote its atten- 
tion to a subject of such clearly local interest. Indu.stries and Agricul- 
ture are [>rovineiul subjects. It is therefoi-e both reasonable and 
ex|>edient that the beiiefft of this trade should go to the authority which 
is ill a ]H>sition to take steps for its progressive improvement. 
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l£%BTe is one nioix^ ixiint which f would press on the attention of the 
House. Even when the whole of the export duty on jute is made over 
to tke proviiieinl Govenunent the Central (Government would still con- 
tinue to derive a not iiMonsideralde iKUietit from the jute trade of this 
province, for the profits made in the jute trade bs the lurjfi’ numljer of 
manufacturers and middlemen enter larj^ely into the incmne tax j»aid 
fi*om this province into the coffers of the Central (ioverninent. It 
cannot be muintnined tlicietore that provinc alisinj^ would mean kei^ping 
all the benefits of this Afloat industry to ouiselves. I ran ct>m'«*ive of no 
reaiionuble argument eithei for denying or delaying: this measure of 
belated justice to a ju'ovince that lias so long l>een groaning umler an 
unreasonable and beavy finam ial burden.

The Hofi’ble Mr. A. MARR: 1 take it that tbc ultimate aim td' the 
movers of these rescdutions iiml aim*nilments is to bung more money 
to llengal independent ot the <p>**''tion of Imw it is to be s[>ent. With 
that aim, 1 am -^ure, evei\one in this Housr will 1 m‘ in full agreement, 
and Government are prcimrcd to a«M‘pt these it'xdutions on the ground 
that in so tai us they inipl\ the ncrc>sit\ tor a re\ision ol the Meston 
Settlement, the\ represent the \ iew s ot this ( io\ eminent . At the 
same time I \>isli t(» make it pertertly clear that (ioveinment consider 
it a mistake toi (he Council to commit theiiisehes to the e\a( I method 
bv which the l(*^isi<M^ should be efb'cted, oi to the maiinei in which 
the increased jevenue should be spent. 

At the Nei\ earliest stages ot the in()Uir\ b\ tin* Meston Committee, 
the ((Uestion of the e\j>ort tax on jute an»se. 'Die Meston Committee 
at the outset were piepared to ;ncept without fuithei im|uir.\ the 
formula that all Customs duties should be Cential. oi» the grouml that 
it was im[)os.sihle to tiaee the (hjttes ba^ k 1«> %ouice or to make a pioper 
alloeatioii Indween pro\ iini*". We poiiite,! nut. howexei, that this 
dictum ceitainl> did not a|ipl\ to the «*x]M)rt dut\ on jute, whit.-h at 
(hat time was aUiut 2'/ eimes. Since then. I ma> mention it has 
risen to ‘tj croies. While di awing the attenti«m <d the Mes1<jn 
(%)mmittee to this fa<t, the (Government ol }iengal based ibeii idaim 
on this gr(»und not on the fact that the export duty on jute sliould 1>e 
made fiver to them but that this tiiftor should be lakim into account 
in arriving at the final financial settlement, on (he giound that the 
export fluty on jute encroached on the taxable rapacity of the province. 
We argued that, if the (Vntial (ioverninent li:ul not imposed this duty, 
it might have been open to the he al (Gfivernmeni to ilo so in the shape 
of an excise duty or in some other way. As all members of tliis Houst* 
kuow., however, this factor was imt taken into accfiunt in the MesMm 
Settlement. Uuiing the subsequent years the (Joveinmenl of Bengal 
have made reiieoted pititests against the Meston Settlement and have 
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I)er8isteiitly adopted llie attitude that nothing let*» than a thoitiugh 
revision of that Settlement will afford adequate justice to Bengal, and 
we have pressed for the revision of that settlement at the earliest 
possible moment. We maintained this attitude so recently as fktober 
of last year, and we propose to reiterate our iKisition in this mutter 
to the Goveriiinent of India in the near future. At the same time, 
we have alwa.Ns refrained from suggesting the exact manner in which 
the lileston Settlement should be revised; and I would suggest to the 
members of this House that that attitude is sound. The movers of 
the resolutions ask us to commit ourselves definitely to a demand for 
the export tux on jute. If we were to do this, we might commit 
ourselves too definitely and make the area of revision of the financial 
setthoiient as a m liole too limited. 

After the Meston (lommittee had submitted theii- report, it was 
lealised that Heitgal had suffered in the settlement, and, as a result 
(d' a lecominendatitm in favour <d Beu^ial, Devidution Buie No. 15 
was cv(dved. That rule was framed definitely and intentionally to 
henefit Bomhay and Betigal and purported to allot ri certain share in 
the im-ome tax of the provinee.s. It is admitted wow that Devolution 
Buie No. 15 has completel\ failed in its object, and that it has bene- 
fited (‘Very other province, except Bomba \ and Bengal, There is a 
growiti^ feeling, therefore, that possibly the best method of revising 
the Settlement will be by giving the provinces a larger ^hare in the 
income tax eolleetions <d the pio\ine(*. It is foi‘ this leasoii that I 
deprecate this House committing itself definit(‘l\ to the (»x]>ort tax 
on iute and perhaps excluding s(unc nfhej scdiition. 

It is true that the Taxation Impiii.v (’ommitt»‘c mentioned export 
duties as one of the balancing fjjctois which might be used to balanee 
the (dlocati(m td revenues btdween (Vutral and Broviucial Govern- 
ments. but at the same time the\ said lhal expoif duties should be 
u.sed onlv in the la‘<t resort, li i*. toj- ihese ieas»ms that I wish to make 
it (|uite clear that Goveinmcut ac<-ej)t thesi* ?ev(duti«»ns onI\ on the 
ground that in so far as tliev impiv the necessii\ tor a levisioii (d* the 
Mestoii Settlement, they repie'.ent the views (d this tfovernment : but 
that Guverttmenf are not prepared to commit themselves to the exact 
method by which the revision should he effected. 

Nor are Goverumeiit prepared to commit themselves to the manner 
in which the increased revenue, if and when received, shall l)e spent. 
The lesolutioiis themselves, taken with tin* two amendments, show the 
danger of attempting to eurimirk the increased revenue — the resolutions 
want the proceeds t»» be spent on agricultural and sanitary improve- 
ment.s, while one umeiidnieiit wants free and compulsory education and 
the other, \vhi(^U has not been moved, agiicultural and sanitary 
improvements and fi-ee primary education. Tn nu^st cases it is unsound 
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finance to earmark ony portion of the general i-evenues for any parti- 
cular purpose, and I would suggest to the movers of the resolutioua 
and mendmenta that these portions of the resolutions may he 
omitted. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: May I inquire how ar 
share of the income tax can be greater than the whole proceeds of the 
export duty on jute? 

Thu Hon’blU Mr. A. MARR: I don’t think there is any chance at 
all of getting the whole of the exjmit duly on jute. 1 hold that even 
if the Government of India were j)rejmred io accept the principle that 
Customs duty on jute should be divided (which I do\iht^ we would not 
gain much, whereas, I think, there is some hope id' getting a share 
of the income tax whic h might bring in something. 

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY: M ill the Hon hie Member be 
pleased to inform the Ilcjuse whether theie is any likelihood of the 
Meston Settlement being revised otherwise than by (he remission of 
the jute ex[)ort duty. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. MARR : (tf couise it is very dillicull for me 
to express any opinion on that point, bnt this (lovetnment will press 
strongly and very strongly indeed for the whole M(‘ston S(>ttlement 
being revised, but they do not want to comnnt (hemsehes as to its 
solution. AVe must either ask for the expoit duty on jute or a share 
of (he income tax. 

(A voice: Or a share in bolli.) 

The whole Meston Settlement is going to the melting-p<d agttin. 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Will the llon'hle Member tell 
us whether he does not believe tliat when we ask lor the full moon 
we may get only half. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. MARR: I am sure (hat when the time comes 
the Bengal Government will ask fc»r the full mcM)n. 

Dr. KUMUD 8ANKAR RAY: Will (he Hon’hle Member he pleased 
to assure the House that the amount will he spent mainly on the 
transferred depaitments? 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: The Hoirhle Mr. Mart says that 
Government are i)repared to accept the resolution if the words “ to be 
utilised for the purpose of agricuKuie and sanitary improvement of 
the province ” are omitted. 

Bbbu AMARENDRA NATH GHOSH: I do not accept the proposal 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Man*.
